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AN ANALYSIS OF THE REPORT OF THE PISA COMMISSION 
ON THE LEANING TOWER

On the 6th of July, 1910, an Italian Government Commis- 
sion which had been employed to examine the condition of 
the Pisa Leaning Tower made its report. The original and 
specific cause of this Commission's appointment was the well- 
ing up of water on the south side of the foundations, which 
is the side of the overhang. 

At the beginning of a five weeks’ stay which I made this 
spring in Pisa, the flow into, and out of the foundation area 
may have been at the rate of a quarter of a pint to half a 
pint in five or ten minutes, at the time when I was looking at 
it.* At this date, about the first of May, the Commission had 
already been engaged in its work for some time, perhaps six 
or eight weeks. The Director of the Civic Museum, who was 
in close touch with,its activity, gave me the advice, at this 
date, that there Was no cause for alarm (aside from the 
appearance of water near the foundation) and that no in- 
dications of any recent movement had been discovered. 

The atmosphere of security which this statement reflected 
continued throughout my stay and was also expressed to me 
by the architect in charge of Cathedral repairs, who is not a 
member of the Commission. The report itself is also most 
explicit as to the statement, that it is not able to say definitely 
that any movement over and above the amount of seven cen- 
timeters or less than three inches, has taken place since i859, 
the date of Rohault DeFleury’s “Monuments de Pise.”’t 

It will be one purpose of this article to establish the cer- 
tainty that even this amount of movement has not occurred 
since the given date (1859) up to the time of appearance of 
the report, and as far as its statements are concerned. 

The members of the Commission are all citizens of Pisa. 
It includes some Professors of the University, whose province 
it is to deal with questions of geology and of scientific ob- 
servation, but the University of Pisa has no chair of arch- 
zology or art history—neither are the other members of the 
Commission distinguished as antiquarians. Three of them 
are prominent architects in a provincial town, which gets 
along very nicely without any new buildings. The main ac- 
tivity of the Commission is in their hands, as regards com 
putation of figures and the general results of the report. 
During my visit I made no effort to meet any of these gen- 
tlemen, judging that professional courtesy would preclude 
their discussing the subject of the tower in advance of their 
report. Moreover it was not anticipated in Pisa, at this time, 
that the report would have any striking features, aside from 
the discovery of the ring foundation, which was made known 
to me. 

Since its appearance the report has beer widely noticed. 
A paragraph in the (London) Architectural Review for August 
is one of the best that has appeared and may be quoted here, 
because it suggests the point of view which will be followed in 
the two articles to be given to this subject in the AMERICAN 
Arcuitect. To the second of these articles will be assigned 
the discussion of recently collected evidence and my measure- 
ments of 1910, in the spiral stairway, bearing on the question

of intentional construction. The present paper will be limited 
almost wholly to the subject of the movement which has oc- 
curred since the early part of the nineteenth century. 

The Architectural Review says: 

“It appears that the celebrated leaning tower at Pisa is be 
lieved to have been leaning more during the last half cen- 
tury. If this goes on it will soon, no doubt, lean over for 
good and all. The evidence as to its increased leaning de- 
pends a good deal on the acceptance of the accuracy of the 
measurements of its inclination made by Cresy and Taylor 
in 1829. They are said to have made it out to be 86.5 milli- 
meters in every meter; to-day it is 92 millimeters. Of course, 
a tower already built leaning is more likely to feel any move- 
ment of the foundation than one that has been built perpen- 
dicular. But it is illogical to suppose that because the founda- 
tions are settling now, therefore, the original lean was due 
to a settlement. Bologna has two leaning towers, erected early 
in the twelfth century. Sixty years afterward a town seventy 
miles off started another leaning tower; and we are asked to 
believe that all this is the result of accidental coincidence. 
The truth, no doubt, is that the towers at Bologna having 
attracted a great deal of attention, Pisa determined to rival 
them.” 

Agreeing with these arguments and also agreeing with the 
ideas of the Architectural Review as to the existence of two 
entirely distinct questions which are debated in the report, 
the effort will be made to consider these questions in separate 
and distinct articles. However, in the synopsis which fol- 
lows here I shall not hesitate to include some brief notice of 
the arguments advanced by the Commission on the question 
of intention, but all presentation and discussion of counter 
evidence will be strictly excluded from the present article, and 
its main purpose is to analyze the figured announcements of 
the Commission. 

THE FOUNDATIONS 


The opening paragraphs of the report deal with the founda- 
tions. They are held to be quite insufficient, because the stone 
masonry does not go deeper than nine feet ten inches (3 m.) 
below the base and because they are confined to the cylindrical 
thickness of the tower, in the corresponding shape of a tube, 
or ring, and do not extend under the central void (Fig. 1). 

These discoveries of the Commission as to the foundations 
are announced as very discouraging (“sconfortanti’). The 
report also implies that earlier authorities had laid stress on 
the strength of the foundations. There are, however, only two 
authorities on such questions, as regards Pisan buildings, viz., 
Cresy and Taylor, Architecture of the Middle Ages in Italy, 
(1829) and Rohault DeFleury, Monuments de Pise au Moyen 
Age (1859). 

So far from laying stress on the strength of the founda- 
tions, Cresy and Taylor state briefly that “nothing is known 
of the foundations.” The section of Rohault DeFleury cer- 
tainly does represent the foundations as nearly as 7/2 meters 
deep with piles under them. He quotes an Italian workman 
who saw part of the foundations in 1838 as authority for 
certain features of his section. He does not, however, lay 
any stress on the strength of the foundations as affecting the 
question of settlement. Both Rohault DeFleury and Cresy

and Taylor held to the theory of settlement and Rohault 
DeFleury furnished to the cause of this theory the most im- 
portant argument which it has ever advanced, viz., the meas- 
urements showing that the tower bends towards the per- 
pendicular at each successive story above the first, by a series 
of additions to the height of every gallery on the overhang- 
ing side, thus proving conclusively (according to DeFleury) 
that the tower was constantly settling to the south during con- 
struction and that the first settlement occurred before the sec- 
ond story was begun. 

Ranieri Grassi,* who was the most enthusiastic and the 
most instructive contributor of the modern period to the the- 
ory of intentional inclination, says that nothing is now known 
of the foundations. He does indeed quote a medieval authority, 
Michele da Vico, for the strength of the foundations, but 
only for the reason that he thinks it inconceivable that a 
writer of the same epoch as the tower would not have known 
of the settlement, if it had occurred, and if it had occurred 
he could not have praised the foundations. 

The bold assertion of the report that the newly discovered 
existence of a ring foundation is a discouraging proof of 
weakness in the tower, will probably be disapproved by many 
modern engineers. To confine the area of resistance to the 
area of pressure appears to have been an economical and sen- 
sible proceeding, in spite of the mental agitation which this 
method has caused in the minds of the provincial architects 
of modern Pisa. 

In cathedral building it was likewise customary to found 
the piers much more carefully than the intervening spaces. 
Witness the famous gridiron foundations of Amiens Ca- 
thedral.t Why should a different method be followed in a 
tubular tower with hollow interior? If a continuous founda- 
tion had been built under the central void, the weight of the 
walls would have tended to dislocate and separate the ring 
from it, and the same poit holds if the foundations were 
extended beyand the outer circumference of the area of di- 
rect pressure. 

Then again the Commission holds a depth of ine feet ten 
inches (or 3 meters) to have been insufficient depth of found- 
ing, and this alleged insufficient depth is said to be a cause 
for alarm. The contrary.is proven by the history of the 
tower, which is conceded by all students of the subject, in-

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cluding those who hold to the theory of settlement, not to 
have moved or settled since a date shortly after its com- 
pletion up to the early part of the nineteenth century. Rohault 
DeFleury represents a solid and continuous foundation 7% 
meters deep, but this did not prevent him from believing, as 
a professional architect, that the weight of the first story 
was alone sufficient to cause a settlement as soon as it was 
finished; whereas the present report says that if the founda- 
tions were as strong as DeFleury represents them, they would 
have “amply sufficed for confidence and reassurance as to the 
stability of the tower.” The cause of alarm is certainly not 
a weakness of the foundations due to bad engineering of 
the builders. It is rather the water under the foundations. 
It appears probable that no similar building could resist, in- 
definitely, its insidious action and that no depth of foundation 
could forestall ruin, if the underground water course be not 
diverted. (The report of the Commission continually uses the 
expression “underground water course,” as distinct from un- 
derground springs of water.) 

As regards this alleged insufficient depth it should be re- 
membered that the art of piling in Venice consists in not 
driving the piles too deep. If the piles are driven beyond the 
stratum of clay into the stratum of sand beneath the clay, th« 
foundations become insecure. The Doge’s Palace even rests 
on a mud raft and has fared pretty well, at that. In like 
manner, supposing that the builders at Pisa had found a 
stratum of sand beneath a stratum of clay, it would have 
been unwise to carry the foundations down to the sand. The 
borings of the present Commission actually mention strata, 
first of sand, and then of clay mixed with sand, as having 
been found beneath a stratum of clay. As far as the probable 
absence of piles is concerned it appears to be simply con- 
clusive proof that the soil under the tower was not swampy 
or water soaked, when the foundations were laid. 

Thus the really “discouraging” circumstance is not the in- 
sufficiency of the foundations. It is defective drainage. 

According to the report practically nothing had been done 
during the five months’ existence of the Commission to discover 
and divert the underground water course which furnishes the 
only real cause of alarm. 

Although the fact is not mentioned in the report it must 
be known to the Commission that there is a ruined under- 
ground Roman aqueduct in the neighborhood, which was full 
of water in the portion exposed to view when I saw it, and 
with an outflow on the side nearest the tower. It is situated 
in a garden only 127 paces distant. This aqueduct must have 
served the Palace of Hadrian which is known to have stood 
in this locality and the Roman baths which were in the im- 
mediate neighborhood. ‘ 

The first step of the Commission might reasonably have 
been to dig a trench near, and across, the direction of this 
outflow, to divert its direction, and to ascertain if this might 
not remove the cause of trouble. If this possible clue failed 
to have been a good one, a deep circular trench or a series of 
adjacent borings in circular arrangement might have been 
dug around the tower at a safe distance, and much nearer 
than the borings of the Commission, in order to discover and 
then divert the underground water course.

All that the Commission has done is to make four borings to 
a depth of 15 meters and sink tubes of 10 cm. diameter to 
a depth of 10 meters. These four borings are at opposite and 
equi-distant points, which are each distant from the tower 
from 38% to 34% meters. Thus they are an average distance 
apart of 73 meters, which seems an unreasonable excess of 
precaution. With such limited and widely separated borings 
it is not remarkable that no important results have so far 
been obtained as to the cause of the trouble. 

The Commission deduces from the fact that the ring founda- 
tion has equal depth on all sides that the slope of the tower 
is an accident. In other words, the base of the ring founda- 
tion slopes like the visible base of the tower and this is the 
supposed proof that the tower leans accidentally. On this 
point the conclusion of the Commission must again appear 
to be a very hasty one, and will probably so appear to a multi- 
tude of engineering experts, or even to persons who apply 
ordinary common sense to the given problem. Since the base 
of the tower (with an outer diameter of 58 feet, or a little

over 18 meters including the base course) slopes downward 
1% meters, and since the masonry foundations are now known 
to be 3 meters (or 9 feet 10 inches) deep, it follows, if the 
base of the foundations had been built level, that it would be 
3 meters deep on the side opposed to the overhang, and only 
1% meters deep on the side of the overhanging lean. The 
Commission, therefore, holds that builders who had undertaken 
to build a leaning tower ought to have given the foundations 
unequal depth on its opposite sides. This would certainly 
have been a grand thing for the persuasion of sceptics, but 
rather dangerous for the tower. 

The contrary and correct view would be, however deep the 
foundations might be, that inequality of depth would be a 
certain cause of weakness, and that the builders of an in- 
tentionally leaning tower ought to make its foundation equally 
strong and deep on all sides. If they did so, the base of the 
foundations must necessarily slope like the visible base. Thus 
the facts from which the Conimission has drawn its sweeping 
conclusion against intention not only appear to be consistent

with the theory of intentional construction, but if any other 
method than the one which is now known to exist had been 
followed by the builders of an intentionally leaning tubular 
construction, they would have lacked common sense. 

The Commission was not, however, appointed to debate the 
history of the tower. The cause of its appointment was the 
appearance of water coming up in the immediate vicinity of 
its base, a very alarming and novel appearance. To ascertain 
if the tower shad recently moved was therefore one of the 
Commission’s chief duties and this could only be accomplished 
by comparing earlier records with its own measurements. 


ESTIMATES OF THE REPORT AS TO RECENT MOVEMENT 


The conclusions on the head of recent movement are non- 
committal and are held by the report to be not reassuring. 
These conclusions are briefly as follows, although not ex- 
pressed in these precise words: We find that the tower has 
moved m. 0.20 since 1829. It may be that part of this move- 
ment, to the amount of m. 0.13, occurred before 1859, when 
DeFleury’s Campanile de Pise appeared. If so, the movement 
since 1859 is only m. 0.07, and in this case the movement of 
m. 0.07 may or may not be of recent occurrence. We doubt 
the accuracy of DeFleury’s survey and cannot express an opin- 
ion on this point, or as to whether more than m. 0.07 inclina- 
tion has occurred since 1859. In that case there is cause for 
alarm, as a continuous movement may now be in progress, 
but we decline to express an opinion, 

The above matter is a fair statement of the nature of the 
report in the given particular, but a despatch from Rome was 
published in New York on the 12th of August, to the ef- 
fect that the Commission had published a new report recom- 
mending that the tower be taken down and rebuilt. This 
again was followed by news from Rome by way of London, 
and there dated September Ist, published in New York on 
September 11th, stating that a more cheerful view is taken by 
the Commission and that it now recommends “a little streng- 
thening of the foundations.” This correspondence, however, 
repeats the estimates as to rates of inclination per meter which 
were published in the first report, as holding of the years 
1829 and 1910, respectively. 

it is one main purpose of this paper to show that these 
estimates are incorrect and to explain the error on which they 
are founded. It is a still more important purpose of this 
paper to show that the results of the Report prove that no 
movement, not even a movement of m. 0.07, has taken place 
since 1859, up to the 6th of July, 1910. 

In order to make these points clear it is necessary to mention 
and analyze the figures announced by the Commission and to in- 
clude in this analysis all the information which the Commission 
has furnished on the subject of plumb mzasurements, either as 
taken by it or as derived from previous surveys. 

ANALYSIS OF THE ESTIMATES OF RECENT MOVEMENT 

It is an extraordinary and astounding fact that the Commis- 
sion has not quoted any total plumb of its own, for the present 
inclination, either for the interior or exterior. This is fairly 
stupefying. The report has only quoted the measure for 
inclination between the top of the first story and the top of the 
seventh story, thus omitting the first story, which is nearly one- 
quarter of the total axial height to the seventh story, inclusive. 
This measure was obtained by two different methods, one by 
sighting instruments, while the other was a plumb. The first 
result was m. 3.26 and the plumb result was m. 3.265. These 
measures are properly considered equal and the result is quoted 
as m. 3.26. 

If it could be presumed that the report has made a twice 
repeated error of one meter in its figures, so that m. 3.26 and 
m. 3.265 were intended to read m. 4.26 and m. 4.265, it would 
be possible to suppose that the words “between the first and 
seventh orders” mean from the bottom of the first, to the top 
of the seventh story, but I am not privileged to assume such an 
error in the text. If it has been made, it would immediately 
establish the contention of this article, which is that the 
inclination figured by the Commission does not, under any 
circumstances, exceed the inclination which was published by 
DeFleury in 1859. 

There is, however, nothing surprising in the fact that an 
exterior plumb between the cornice of the seventh story and 
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the cornice of the first story should be taken by the Commis- 
sion. The astounding thing is that the supplementary plumb is 
not quoted for the inclination of the first story, for this is 
naturally essential to a total estimate of lean for the exterior. 
Then again it is equally surprising that no total plumb is 
quoted for the total interior lean, and this, of course, must be 
plumbed by a single line, through the open grating in the floor 
of the eighth story, down to the pavement. No such plumb is 
recorded by the Commission. It is incredible that it did not 
take one, and equally incredible, if it did take one, that it 
should not be published. 

Thus, for the year 1910, all we know from the Commission 
is that the lean between the “first and seventh orders,” com- 
puted from the top of the first to the top of the seventh story 
on the overhanging exterior side, is m. 3.26. The information 
is furnished, notwithstanding that the total increase of lean 
since 1829 is m. 0.20. Thus the total increase is published 
without statement of the total inclination in 1910 from which 
that total increase must have been computed. 

Now comes the farther and paralyzing fact that the Com- 
mission does not quote the total lean of 1829, or say what it 
supposes that lean to have been. The Commission states that 
it relies on Ranieri Grassi, an Italian authority, for the amount 
of lean established by the survey of Cresy and Taylor, which 
it believes to be pe Bars but these compatriots of Machia- 
velli do not say what the Italian authority supposes that lean 
to be, although they mention that Grassi’s work “being in char- 
acter essentially artistic’ may contain “slight errors or omis- 
sions” (“con qualche lieve errore e forse con qualche omis- 
sione” ). 

THE COMMISSION’S RATES PER METER 


How then are the statements of the Commission made? The 
statements are made in millimeters and by the rate per meter, 
with the figures quoted from the Architectural Review. 

This is, no doubt, highly imposing. It suggests an accuracy 
verging on that supposed to be usual with astronomers and 
physicists. It has a scientifie ring. Almost any one will go 
down on his knees before a statement in millimeters. The 
writer of this article, for instance, would have conceived these 
figures to have had an appalling accuracy; were it not for one 
simple consideration. This is that Rohault DeFleury has proved 
that the tower has a different rate of inclination in every story. 

Even Cresy and Taylor knew that the tower bends toward 
the perpendicular, but they were not aware that the bend in 
one direction was an unvarying law for every story above the 
first. 

The existence of a bend toward the perpendicular above the 
fourth story was already mentioned by Vasari, in the 16th 
century, and inspired his explanation as to the occurrence of a 
settlement, after the fourth story was finished, which had been 
partially rectified by the builders. 

It was, however, reserved for DeFleury to show that the 
tower straightens toward the perpendicular at every story above 
the first, by a series of rectifications obtained by increases of 
height on the overhanging side, so that the sloping height of the 
overhanging south side is actually m. 0.86 greater at the plat- 
form of the eighth story than the corresponding sloping height 
of the same story on the north side. See measures, p. 1009. 

Thus while the downward slope of the ground floor is m. 1.50 
in an outer diameter of a little over 18 meters, the floor of the 
eighth story slopes 0.86 less. The amount of the bend is 
m. 0.30, or one foot. Thus, if the tower were taken down and 
rebuilt with the same material and with a level base, it would 
lean one foot to the north in a concave bending line, on the 
north side, and instead of sloping down to the south, the 
floor of the eighth story would slope down to the north m. 0.86. 

These facts will show that all statements regarding the in- 
clination of the Pisa tower are highly erroneous and mislead- 
ing, when expressed in the rate per meter. Any average must 
be much too small at the base, and much too great at the 
summit. The rate of lean obtained from the lower story, if 
figured for the total height, would give an excess of one foot, 
or m. 0.30 above the actual lean of the seven stories. A rate 
of lean obtained from the seventh story will give a result 
which is one foot, or m. 0.30, too small, if figured for the total 
height. 

Therefore, an average rate cannot be obtained from, or ap- 
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plied to, sectional or partial heights of the tower. Considered 
as an average it may be a correct statement for the entire height 
of the seven stories usually plumbed, but it can be only a cor- 
rect average when obtained by a division of totals. If we 
divide the total lean by the total height we obtain an average 
per meter, but if it only holds true of the total height, and if 
we know the total lean there is no object in stating this 
average. It is an apparently imposing, but actually pretentious 
and unnecessary, mode of statement. 

It is for these reasons that stress has been laid on the fact, 
as very remarkable, that the Commission has not stated any 
estimates of inclination for total height, either as measured by 
its own members, or as measured by the authority on which 
it professes to rely for the record of 1829. ‘The fact is re- 
markable because its averages, if they were correct, could on'y 
be obtained from such totals. The Commission could not 
obtain a true general average, if it did not know the total leans 
in 1829 and 1910, and if it did know them it ought to state 
them. Any other course is highly suspicious. 

We gather from these conclusive points against statements 
by rates of lean per meter that the Commission, which has no 
antiquarians among its members, is not familiar with the ob- 
servations of DeFleury as to the bend of the tower, or with 
the republication of these observations by the leading German 
authority for the statistics of medizval Italian buildings.* 

It also appears from the report itself that the consultation of 
DeFleury was limited to a single member of the Commission, 
whose advice was asked, with uncertain results, as to the 
reliability of a certain plumb measurement. This member 
appears to have confined his study of DeFleury to this par- 
ticular detail. 


THE COMMISSION'S RATES PER METER ARE INCORRECT 


The question as to how the Commission figured out its 
absurdly incorrect and highly misleading averages is a curious 
and an important one. An answer to this question is forth- 
coming, but it must first be shown that the averages, .o865 for 
1829, .092 for 1910, are not only necessarily incorrect for sec- 
tional or partial heights of the tower, but also that they are 
incorrect when tested by known totals which are furnished by 
the authority on which the Commission pins its faith for the 
record of 1829; incorrect when tested by the plumb of m. 3.26 
which is announced for the six stories above the first; and 
incorrect when tested by the total increase of entire inclination 
between 1829 and 1910, which is announced as m. 0.20. 

All these figures are in error by very considerable amounts 
when one is tested by another. 

The first instance of error to be illustrated is the quotation 
of .o865 as the rate of lean per meter in 1829. What was this 
lean? The answer will be given in Cresy and Taylor’s own 
words: Let it be noted first, that all these observations of 
Cresy and Taylor actually date from 1817, as expressly men- 
tioned on their title page; 1829 is only the date of publication, 
but it is the date used by the Commission and we may occa- 
sionally follow this use. The text of Cresy and Taylor says 
(p. 52): 

THE PLUMBS OF CRESY AND TAYLOR 


“The inclination of this tower is in the direction of the line 
C. B. Plan, Plate XXII (Fig. 1). In order to clear the pro- 
jecting course, intended as the springing of the vault of the 
ground floor (Fig. 3) it was necessary to attach the plumb line 
2% inches from the center or north of what should have been 
the top of its real axis. This spot is marked A on the plan of 
the eighth story (Fig. 2), 13 feet %4 inch from the inner face 
of the wall on the lowest side, and 12 feet 8 inches on the 
other. So attached, the bob fell 3% inches within the window 
of the ground floor, marked B in Plate XXII (Fig. 1); 12 feet 
4 inches from the real, and 12 feet 6% inches from the assumed 
axis—the 2% inches being added for the deviation in attaching 
the line at the summit. 

“In order to prove whether this inclination of 12 feet 6% 
inches was accurate, the line was now attached to the cornice 
of the seventh story, on the outside at the lowest part, see 
Plate XXIV (Fig. 4), the projection of which from the real 
axis is 26 feet 10% inches, and the plumb {ell at the floor of the 
second story, at a distance of 36 feet 11 inches from the same

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axis, giving 10 feet 34 inch as its want of perpendicular. It 
was then suspended to the cornice of the ground story, which 
projects 28 feet 4 inches, and it fell 30 feet 1034 inches from 
the center, or 2 feet 6% inches inclination, which, added to 10 
feet 34 inch, makes the total deviation on the outside 12 feet 
7 inches, differing only % of an inch from the first ex- 
periment.” 

This quotation illustrates the point that all inclinations of the 
tower must be estimated to axial centers, by a .computation 
based on half diameters, to which are added, or from which are 
subtracted, the other known measures. 

The quotation will also bear on another point. It will appear 
later on that the Commission could not obtain the book con- 
taining this text and that it did not send any of its members to 
consult it elsewhere. Its information as to the 1829 record was 
derived from plates republished in Pisa in 1831, without the 
authors’ text. But the preceding quotation shows that Cresy 
and Taylor’s explanations in text are essential to the compre- 
hension of their drawings and that they are also essential to 
correct the errors of these drawings. Note, for instance, that 
Fig. 3 does not exhibit figures for the position of the plumb-bob 
on the window ledge and that it would be hopeless to figure it 
accurately from scale. Note also that Fig. 3 contains an im- 
portant error as to the point from which the plumb line was 
dropped from the eighth story platform. The text says that 
the line was distant 13 feet %4.inch from the inner face of the 
wall on the lowest side, but Fig. 3 makes the position 13 feet 
1% inches. The text says that the line was distant 12 feet 8 
inches from the north wall, but Fig. 3 makes it distant 12 feet 6 
inches. The figures are correctly given in Fig. 2 for the plat- 
form plan of the eighth story, but here they are not self- 
explanatory, and they need the text. Moreover the point A is 
quite to one side in Fig. 2. 

It is evident that the Commission was taking great chances 
when it made a report without sending one of its members to 
the British Museum Library, supposing, which appears abso- 
lutely incredible, that no public library in Italy possesses a copy 
of Cresy and Taylor. There are five copies, at least, in New 
York City. We have now to show what were the consequences 
of taking these chances. 

Accepting the total interior plumb, established by text as 
12 feet 61% inches (m. 3.82) and the total exterior plumb as 12 
feet 7 inches (m. 3.84), we will adopt the mean, m. 3.83, as the 
total of Cresy and Taylor’s plumb.* 


CORRECTION FOR THE HEIGHT BELOW THE WINDOW LEDGE 


We have next to consider, in the matter of the interior plumb, 
that the plumb-bob rested on a window ledge which is (by 
DeFleury’s measure) m. 2.04 above the present and proper floor 
level. (Fig. 5.) We have also to consider, as shown by Fig. 3, 
that the interior floor level did not slope as it does now, and 
that it was raised by earth, or rubbish, nearly to the window 
ledge. Therefore a plumb could not be taken to the present 
ground floor of the tower. The same point appears for the 
exterior plumb. There was a filling in of earth or rubbish, 
which covered the base of the tower to a height of nearly 3 
meters (Fig. 3). As late as 1838, when Grassi made his third 
publication on the tower, he considered it a great feat to have 
dug down at one point to the true base on the south side and 
to have thus proven that the columns, base, and base courses 
corresponded to those on the upper side. The filling in was not 
cleared away until 1839. 

If we compare DeFleury’s survey (Fig. 5) it will appear 
that the inner edge of the window ledge is at a considerable 
height above the present exterior sloping platform. This 
platform starts below the level of the present interior floor and 
continues its inclination, Thus, compared with the point where 
the exterior plumb will drop at the present day, the level of 
Cresy and Taylor’s plumb will be farther from that point than 
the interior plumb to the window ledge was distant from the 
interior floor, 

Thus, if we wish to compare plumbs of the year 1910 with 
those of 1817, on a fair basis, we must add to the 1817 plumb 
an estimate for an additional interior inclination for a sloping

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height of m. 2.04 (Fig. 5). Although the difference was even 
greater for the 1817 exterior, we will figure at the same rate, 
which must be, not the false rate of the Commission, but the 
actual rate for the lower story in 1817. 

This rate was the plumb 2 feet 6% inches. = m. 0.77, divided 
by the height m. 11.07—2.04. The rate per meter for the lower 
Story was therefore .085. The additional allowance must be 
2.04 x .085, which is m. 0.17. The total corrected Cresy and 
Taylor mean plumb was therefore m. 3.83 + m. 0.17 or m. 4.00, 
which we shall quote, from now on, as the “corrected” 1817 
plumb. 

It will be remembered that the Commission has announced a 
total increase of m. 0.20 since 1829 and it thus appears that such 
an increase, within 3 centimeters, would result from omitting 
to consider the height of the window ledge from the present 
floor. The Commission has made worse blunders than that, 
but it is not certain whether or no it has committed this error 
and from now on we must figure on both theories. We shall 
find the Commission to be always in error, on either hypothesis. 


ERRORS IN THE COMMISSION’S RATES PER METER 


What was the true average lean, in millimeters per meter, in 
1817? Here we ought to figure on DeFleury’s axial height in- 
stead of Cresy and Taylor’s. DeFleury’s increase of axial height 
is due mainly, but not wholly, to the additions to the height of 
the south side, which he discovered (see heights,-p. 109). If we 
use DeFleury’s height for the south side, which would be the 
proper thing for an ‘exterior plumb, it will be m. 0.93 
longer than Cresy and Taylor’s united measures. This would 
add about m. 0.085 to the total lean at the rate of .o92 per 
meter. This is greater than the amount which has led the 
Commission to suppose that a movement may have taken place 
since 1859. In axial heights, as distinct from south side 
heights, and the former ought generally be used in computation 
of interior plumbs, DeFleury’s height is m. 0.54 nearer right 
than Cresy and Taylor’s (m. 47.54, as against m. 47.00). This 
would make a difference of m. 0.05 in estimating on a total 
height with .o92, as the rate for 1910; but the actual rate in 
1859 and in 1910 was much higher (proof later on). 

However, one main point of this research must be not only 
to find the truth, but also to find what the Commission has 
supposed to be the truth. The Commission undoubtedly used 
the Cresy and Taylor heights. Its estimates were thus exposed 
to necessary error, but this was the least of its mistakes. 

The Cresy and Taylor axial height is m. 47.00 to the floor of 
the eighth story. Multiply that by the Commission’s rate 
for 1829, which is announced as .0865, and the result is m. 4.06, 
which is m. 0.06 more than the true or corrected plumb and 
m. 0.23 more than the plumb published by Cresy and Taylor. 

It may be said that m. 0.06 is not a large difference, but 
it must be remembered that the Commission has based its 
entire agitation about the tower on the point that it may have 
moved m. 0.07 since 1859. 

We will now try the Commission’s rate of .o92 per meter in 
1910 on the Cresy and Taylor axial height. It gives as result 
m. 4.32. Compared with m. 4.06, the total increase would be 
m. 0.26, but the Commission says that the total increase was 
m. 0.20. Compared with m. 3.83 (Cresy and Taylor’s mean pub- 
lished plumb) the total increase would be m. 0.49 instead of 
m. 0.20. 

We will now test the Commission’s plumb (m. 3.26) on the 
six stories above the first. Cresy and Taylor’s plumb for the 
same six stories is 10 feet % inch (see quoted description), 
which is equal to m. 3.07. 

The increase for these six stories alone would thus be 
m. 3.26—m. 3.07, or m. 0.19. Thus the Commission is in the 
singular position of announcing that the total increase is 
m. 0.20 and also of beiag obliged to admit that this is the 
increase, within I centimeter, when the lower story is not con- 
sidered and this lower story is nearly one-fourth the whole 
axial height (m. 11.07 is DeFleury’s measure). 

Here, therefore, is positive proof that the Commission did 
not know what the Cresy and Taylor plumb really was. 

Try the magic formula m. 0.0055, which the Commission 
says is the average rate of increase per meter (m. 0.092— 
m. 0.0865). Divide the total increase, announced as m. 0.20, by 
m. 0.0055 and we obtain the axial height on which the rate per 
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meter was figured. The result is m. 36.36. The astonishing 
thing about these figures is that m. 36.38 is the Cresy and 
Taylor axial height for the six stories, above the first, whereas 
the total increase announced by the Commission, when divided 
by the rate of increase announced by the Commission, ought 
to give the total axial height, but the result is short, exactly 
the height of the lower story. The mathematical chances 
against an accidental coincidence are almost incomputable. 
Mathematicians would probably hold that convincing proof 
had been found that the total increase had been obtained from 
the rate of increase, by figuring on the axial height of the six 
stories on which the Commission’s only quoted plumb was 
taken, See table of axial heights, p. 1009. 

This article offers no opinion as to whether an amazing 
coincidence or a real clue has been found at this point, for if 
the Commission had tested its own rates of inclination per 
meter on the given axial height, they would produce m. 3.14 
instead of m. 3.07 and m. 3.34 instead of m. 3.26. The dif- 
ference would, however, still be m. 0.20. 

Two points, at least, are definitely proven by these last 
comparisons. (a) The Commission either did not know what 
the Cresy and Taylor exterior plumb for the six upper stories 
(Figs. 3, 4) really amounted to, when figured to axial centers, or 
else it did not make use of its knowledge for a contrast with 
its own plumb. (b) Jf the Commission’s results of m. 3.26 are 
authentic for the six upper stories in 1910, its announcement of 
m. 0.20 increase ts not authentic. 

What does this maze of figures show? They show where 
the Commission’s methods of figuring lead. They lead to a 
straight-jacket for any one who tries indefinitely to reconcile 
their very contradictory results. 

Clearly there must be a loose screw somewhere in the figuring 
of the Commission. That loose screw has been found and 
thereby hangs a tale. 


THE CLUE TO THE COMMISSION’S ERRORS 

Ranieri Grassi, an excellent Pisan engraver, a good his- 
torian and antiquarian, and an enthusiastic demonstrator of the 
intentional construction of the Leaning Tower, published a three- 
volume book in 1837,* whose second volume is devoted to the 
religious monuments, and several interesting pages are given to 
the tower. Grassi very rarely furnishes measurements for his 
own observations, but he has included a few main statistics in a 
table of measurements. In this table he says that “the wonder- 
ful interior inclination is m. 3.404” and that “the wonderful 
exterior inclination is m. 4.32.” The statement is also made 
in braccia so that there is no question of a mistake in proof. 
Now Cresy and Taylor make the exterior and interior measures 
agree within 34 of an inch, giving the mean of m. 3.83, to which 
neither of Grassi’s statements remotely corresponds and their 
difference is m. 0.916. 

Grassi’s figures puzzled me mightily, when attentively read 
and considered, which was only at recent date. Long and oft 
have I pored over them, in the weeks since the report of the 
Commission appeared. For be it known to all men that the 
Italian authority on which the Pisa Commission has relied 
for its knowledge of Cresy and Taylor’s measures is this same 
Ranieri Grassi, but the book which is used as authority in its 
report is his “Fabbriche Principali di Pisa,” which appeared in 
1831. This work is practically unknown, not quoted by anti- 
quarians, not familiar to scholars. Even the title is not men- 
tioned by the report, which only mentions the author and the 
date. The only copy on the market in Europe reached the 
Brooklyn Museum library a few days ago. A few minutes’ ex- 
amination of it gave the clue which will now be followed. 

The “Fabbriche Principali” is a folio of excellent old-fash- 
ioned, original engravings, from Pisa and its neighborhood, 
designed by Grassi himself, and it also contains excellent re- 
engraved copies of 17 out of 30 of the Cresy and Taylor 
drawings and surveys, with the English measures, but Grassi 
has not republished or translated the English text. He has 
written a very good text of his own. Now the Cresy and 
Taylor measures for the inclination of the tower are described 
in the text which has been quoted. Without that text they 
cannot be computed. For instance, as regards the exterior 
plumb, the total diameter of the eighth story floor is not en- 
tered on Fig. 3. Above all, the position of the plumb-bob, “3%

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inches within the window,” 
The scale is too small. 

We now begin to understand why the Commission does not 
quote the basis of its estimates for 1829, and why the Cresy 
and Taylor plumbs are not even mentioned. In more than 
one passage of the report the Commission deplores its failure 
to obtain a copy of Cresy and Taylor, but it was so sure that 
Grassi would serve the purpose (if it did not quote his meas- 
ures) that no member of the Commission was sent to a library, 
for instance, that of the British Museum, where the original 
text could have been studied.* It is probable that the Com- 
mission took a total interior plumb, but feared to quote it, lest 
the quotation should involve the necessity of referring to 
Grassi’s measures, which it did not entirely trust or understand. 

So, likewise, may be explained the absence of an exterior 
plumb for the first story. Such a plumb must have been taken, 
but the Commission may have preferred not to publish it, be- 
cause of uncertainty about the standard for 1829, and it did not 
take the trouble to seek light in some library outside of Pisa. 
It was recently willing to take down the tower and rebuild it, 
but that could be done without leaving Pisa. One begins to 
realize that these gentlemen are not antiquarians. 

Now as to Grassi’s statement about “the wonderful exterior 
inclination of m. 4.32,” which was made in 1837. This state- 
ment occurs in exactly the same words, but with English 
measures, in the “Fabbriche Principali di Pisa,’ as 14 piedi 2 
pollici %4, i. e., 14 feet 2% inches. 

Here, therefore, Grassi has simply recorded the inclination 
on the every-day guide-book, or rule of thumb, system of not 
measuring through to interior axial centers. The exterior 
plumb (in Fig. 4) is figured as taken for the six stories above 
the first from cornice to cornice, without the computation to 
axial centers, which is found in the Cresy and Taylor text. The 
plumb for the first story is quoted just as it is figured, viz., to 
the exterior of the wall, as shown in Fig. 3 (thus ignoring 
the projection of the column to which the lower measure is 
taken in Fig. 4, and this method as to the column is expressly 
explained in Grassi’s text). The result is 14 feet 2% inches, or 
as stated in the 1837 book m. 4.32 (literally m. 4.319). This is 
m. 0.48 more than the inclination as figured to axial centers 
and described in the quoted text by Cresy and Taylor, viz., 
m. 3.84 (or 12 feet 7 inches).+ 

What did Grassi mean, in 1837, when he said that “the 
wonderful interior inclination is M. 3.404”? The answer is 
now found in the “Fabbriche Principali” of 1831. Instead of re- 
ferring to the interior plumb through the grating of the eighth 
floor, as would naturally be expected, he is referring (but 
without saying so) to the interior plumb from the top of the 
sixth story on the north side (Fig. 3). Grassi has thus evaded 
the difficulty of computing the results of the plumb through the 
grating. The result of the north side sixth story plumb ts 
directly entered on the survey and Grassi either did not have, 
or could not understand, the English text, as to the other 
plumbs. As to consulting the English surveyors on the spot, 
it will be remembered that the observations were made in 
1817, but not published until 1829 and not copied by Grassi 
until 1831. 

When I observed, a few minutes after my first consultation 
of the “Fabbriche Principali,’ that Grassi’s text records only one 
interior plumb; that the identical words were used in describ- 
ing it which appear in his book of 1837, and that the meas- 
ure, instead of being stated in braccia and meters, is stated in 
English measures as “11 piedi 2 pollici %4,” the first clue to 
the cause underlying the error of the Commission was found. 
11 feet 2% inches are equal to m. 3.41.4 

So much of the mystery was solved. The next step was 
to ascertain whether the Commission had figured its rate 
of inclination per meter for 1829 on this sixth story plumb. 
The figures will tell their own story, but before quoting 


is not, and could not be, figured. 


*The news was published in London about a month after the report 
appeared, that the Italian embassy had obtained tracings for the Com- 
mission from the original drawings in the British Museum. No mention 
is made as to a copy of the text and without that text it is doubful if 
the original drawings would better the situation. 

tIt had already occurred to me to figure out the m. 4.32 from the 
exterior plumbs in the original Cresy and Taylor, but the effort failed 
because there is an error of one foot in the English original on the tower 
exterior plumb. This error was corrected by Grassi. His figure, in Fig. 4, 
is correct. The English edition has 2.9. It should be 3.9, as in Fig. 4. 

The figures m. 3.404 are not quite accurate. 
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them, let us notice once more the elementary error which 
caused the puzzling discrepancies in the statistical statements 
of 1837 and 1831. Grassi has stated the total “wonderful 
exterior inclination” on the basis of Cresy and Taylor’s own 
figures, but from these same figures Cresy and Taylor cor- 
rectly compute the inclination at m. 0.48 less. When Grassi 
quoted the “wonderful interior inclination,” meaning that from 
the sixth story, he did not consider the differences of diameter 
in the interior tubular well of the tower which he has himself 
published. He has quoted a plumb but he has not quoted a 
true inclination, which must, of course, always be stated from 
the standpoint that the surface of inclination is conceived as 
continuous. 

Now the Commission also evaded the problem of the window 
ledge, just as Grassi did. It saw that 11 piedi 2 pollici 4 was 
the only plumb recorded on the plates of Grassi in figures 
which do not (apparently) involve computation. 

The rate of .0865 is figured on this plumb, but the Commis- 
sion has forgotten to notice that the diameters vary in the 
cylindrical well of the tower, and that although 2 feet 2% 
inches is a recorded plumb it is not a record of inclination. 
The diameter of the cylindrical well, below the ridge which 
marks the springing of the intended dome that was never built 
over the lower part of the first story (Fig. 3), is 24 feet 1 inch, 
and the half diameter is 12 feet % inch. Above this ridge the 
diameter is 25 feet 5 inches and the half diameter is 12 feet 8% 
inches. The difference between these diameters is 8 inches, or 
m, 0.20. 

It is evident, therefore that the inclination must he m. 3.61, 
instead of m. 3.41, because to compute a true inclination we 
must presuppose equal distance of the inclined surface from 
the axial center. If the Commission had figured a rate per 
meter on a true record of inclination up to the sixth story, its 
rate would have been incorrect for the additional height, for 
reasons already explained, because the true rate would con- 
tinue to diminish on account of the bend of the tower. Some 
approximation to the truth, however, would have been ob- 
tained. But the rate as it was figured was estimated on a plumb 
which gave m. 0.20 less than the inclination. 


SOURCE OF THE COMMISSION'S ERRONEOUS RATE PER METER FOR 1829 


The proof may now be offered that the rate of .0865 for 1829 
was obtained at this point by this misleading record. 

Cresy and Taylor’s axial height for the lower six stories is 
m. 39.65. If we divide m. 3.41 by m. 39.65, we obtain m. 0.086, 
which is the Commission’s rate, within half a millimeter. 

If we multiply m. 39.65 by .o865 we obtain m. 3.43, or within 
2 centimeters of m. 3.41. A very slight variation in the method 
of figuring feet into meters or a slight error of addition in 
obtaining the axial height from the summed-up heights of the 
several stories would account for this difference. (In this 
article the foot is figured at m. 0.305.) 

The general average rate, in 1829, for the given height, if 
properly reckoned on the real inclination, from the sixth story 
down would have been m. 0.091 (i. e., m. 3.61 divided by m. 
39.65), and yet it is positive that the rate .o865 was obtained 
from the sixth story plumb. 


DE FLEURY’S PLUMBS IN 1859 


We arrive now at a curious confirmation of our analysis of 
the method by which the two rates .0865 and .092 were obtained 
by the Commission. 

In 1859 DeFleury published a plumb, at the same point, of 
m. 3.65 (see Fig. 5). The strong probability that the Com- 
mission took a plumb of.its own from the sixth story and that 
it was equal to DeFleury’s will not escape the reader. For if 
the reader will kindly divide 3.65 by 39.65, he will find the 
result to be .092, which is the rate announced by the Commis- 
sion for 1910. Here is also one of the promised proofs that 
the movement discovered by the Commission took place before 
1859, for the difference between m. 3.41 and m. 3.65 (or be- 
tween m. 3.61 and m. 3.85) is 0.24 and that is 0.04 more than 
the m. 0.26 announced by the Commission, with an additional 
increase still to be heard from, for an additional height of m. 
7.05 (left side) or m. 7.29, axial height. (We are now using 
DeFleury’s heights, as we naturally must do in figuring true 
inclinations, and now that we have carried the search for the 
source of the Commission’s errors to a successful result.) 
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DeFleury’s true inclination at the sixth floor level was, of 
course, m. 3.85 and not m. 3.65. Thus the rate per meter on De- 
Fleury’s axial height of m. 40.24 for the six lower stories 
would have been, not 0.92 but .0955. The rate in 1859 for this 
height was, therefore, .0035 greater than the Commission’s rate 
in 1910 for the same height. Here is another of the promised 
proofs that the inclination announced by the Commission in 
1910 does not exceed the inclination of 1859. 

Although this rate of .0955 is too great for the remaining 
height, on account of the bend toward the perpendicular, we 
will apply it, in order to test DeFleury’s plumb from the grating 
of the eighth story. The result is m. 0.69 (on the additional 
axial height m. 7.29) and the total lean would thus be m. 4.54, 
but DeFleury’s own plumb at this height is much better author- 
ity than an estimate on an average rate which we ourselves 
know to be too high. DeFleury’s plumb figures m. 4.50 on his 
survey (Fig. 5).* 

This is also the amount quoted from DeFleury’s surveys by 
Mothes, whom we have already mentioned as the best German 
authority on the statistics of Italian architecture.t 

There is abundant corroboration for the authenticity of De- 
Fleury’s measurements for this eighth story plumb of 1859. 
His exterior plumb of m. 4.22 (Fig. 5) may be compared, for 
example, with Grassi’s corresponding figures for exterior 
plumbs, without figuring to centers, and simply by comparing 
results as obtained to the same points at different times. De- 
Fleury’s exterior plumb was taken to the face of the column. 
Grassi figures to the wall surface. Add, therefore, the columnar 
diameter m. 0.515 to m. 4.22 and we have m. 4.735, and sub- 
tracting Grassi’s 1829 exterior result we have m. 4.735—m. 4.32, 
giving m. 0.415 increase in 1859 to the given point. But this 
point (see Fig. 5) is m. 2.10 higher than the level point which 
corresponds to DeFleury’s interior plumb by continuing the 
sloping inclination of the interior floor to the related point on 
the exterior plumb line. The length of the plumb line to the 
point of the m. 4.22 plumb was m. 46.78. The rate is, therefore, 
09 per meter. The additional lean for m. 2.10 would, therefore, 
be m. 0.10; and m. 0.415 + m. 0.19 = m. 0.605 is the total 
increase over Cresy and Taylor’s corrected plumb. Doubt- 
less this is rough figuring, but my only point is to show that 
DeFleury’s interior inclination of m. 4.50 is not too large and 
that its high amount is fully authenticated by the DeFleury ex- 
terior plumb, as it also is by the sixth story DeFleury plumb. 


CONCLUSIONS OF THE ANALYSIS 


What was the total accidental lean between 1817 and 1859? 
It was apparently m. 0.50 (i.e. m. 4.50—m. 4.00) instead of 
m. 0.20, as supposed by the Commission.§ I conclude that the 
tower has not moved since, because m. 0.20 allows a margin 
of m. 0.30 for the mistakes of the report and this may be con- 
sidered a safe margin for the belief that the tower has not 
moved since 1859. 

The Commission has made the incomprehensible announce- 
ment that its own estimate of inclination exceeds DeFleury’s 
total inclination by m. 0.07, and that if DeFleury’s plumb from 
the sixth story is correct, 0.13 of the 0.20 occurred before 1859. 

According to this statement the Commission must have found 
either an inclination of m. 0.57 or one of m. 0.74, for it has 
accepted Cresy and Taylor's 1829 results and these figure 
m. 3.83 (uncorrected) or m. 4.00, with correction for the 
height below the window ledge. 

It is scarcely worth while to debate the cause of these enor-

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mous discrepancies. One tentative explanation of the aston- 
ishing contrasts between fact and fancy which are revealed 
by this analysis of the report is that the Commission accepted, 
as the starting point of its computation, Grassi’s result which 
was obtained by figuring the exterior plumb, without reference 
to vertical planes, at m. 4.32. In that case the Commission 
started from a figure which was an excess of m. 0.32 over the 
corrected Cresy and Taylor result of m. 4.00 and an excess 
over the published Cresy and Taylor result (m. 3.83) of m. 0.49. 

Another tentative explanation would be based on the known 
fact that the Commission underestimated the DeFleury inclina- 
tion at the sixth story by 20 centimeters and this would cer- 
tainly, and in any case, lead to the presumption that it either did 
not figure out, or did not credit, the measures which establish 
an m. 4.50 inclination for the plumb through the eighth floor. 

Another hypothesis would be that the report had made an 
error of one meter in its figures m. 3.26 and m. 3.265, that these 
should have been m. 4.26 and m. 4.265 and that the words “be- 
tween the first and seventh orders” mean between the bottom 
of the first and the top of the seventh story. In that case the 
DeFleury inclination must have been figured at m. 0.07 less 
than m. 4.26, when it is really m. 4.50. 

The subject may now be abandoned with a conclusion which 
will certainly find sympathizing supporters among all those 
who may have been tired or confused by the foregoing mass 
of figures. The following conclusion appears to be beyond 
debate : 


COMPARISONS OF PLUMBS AS CONTRASTED WITH COMPARISONS OF 
COMPUTED INCLINATIONS 


It is evident that comparisons of surveys, of present date, 
of the Leaning Tower, when made with those of older dates, 
are under great disadvantages if the modern survey undertakes 
to establish the true amount of present inclination. The more 
strictly scientific and accurate the present survey may be, the 
greater is the possibility that some discrepancy of results may 
be due, not to movement in the tower, but to inferior accuracy 
in the older record or in the older methods. One striking in- 
stance of this possibility may be mentioned here. DeFleury’s 
figure for the diameter of the well at the ground floor of the 
tower is m. 7.39, and this diameter appears to be verified by 
the Commission, which reckons this same diameter at “about 
m. 7.40.” Now this diameter exceeds that of Cresy and Tay- 
lor, which is 24 ft. 1 in, (Fig. 3) by m. 0.045. Whichever party 
be in error, this difference would make a difference in the com- 
putation of half diameters for the figuring out of axial cen- 
ters, of half that amount, or m. 0.022. In order to make fair 
comparison that amount must either be added to the Cresy and 
Taylor inclination or subtracted from the inclinations of 
1859 and 1910. If, for instance, the Commission had otherwise 
correctly figured an increase of m. 0.20 it should be corrected 
to m. 0.178. If it had otherwise correctly figured an increase of 
m. 0.07 since 1859 that increase would be diminished to less 
than m. 0.05, i. e., less than 2 inches. Other points might be men- 
tioned which affect such computations. An error of m. 0.05 as 
to thickness of the lower tubular wall at a given point, based 
on measurements made at some other point and on the certainly 
mistaken presumption that there is no builder’s error to be 
considered, would make the difference of another inch.* 

A vastly more important possible cause of difference, even 
in figures which are based on the same plumb, lies in the pos- 
sibility that one measure has been taken to level and that the 
other has been taken to slope. Thus DeFleury’s plumb of 
m. 3.365, from the sixth story, is measured to level (Fig. 5). 
If it were measured to slope it would be at least 10 centi- 
meters more. 

All this leads to the point that comparisons which are made 
to test movement in the Leaning Tower should not be compari-

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sons of computed inclinations, They should be comparisons 
of plumbs made from the same point and in the same way. 

To ascertain the movement since 1817, computations and 
comparisons of inclination are not only open to obvious doubt, 
but they are also wholly unnecessary. 

The question, as to what movement in the tower has oc- 
curred since 1817, can be settled with absolute certainty in one 
short half hour by dropping a line through the eighth-story 
grating to the ground floor so that the plumb-bob strikes 
“3% inches within the window.”* All that remains to be done 
is to measure the distance of the line to the north of the central 
axis of the eighth story from that axis. Subtract 2% inches 
and the increase of inclination has been determined. 

It is a pity that the Commission did not apply this simple 
test. Who will do it? And when?

+The sixth-story plumbs of 1817 and 1859 cannot be tested on this 
principle because the Cresy and Taylor plumb could not strike the pres- 
ent floor (compare Figs. 3 and 5) and because the 1859 plumb did not, 
as regards the measure, because it was taken to level, not to slope (see 
Fig. 5). It may be that the Commission took a plumb from the sixth 
story to the floor, which therefore exceeded DeFleury’s figure in the 
record, but which did not exceed it in fact. This may explain the belief 
of the Commission that its recently measured inclination exceeds De- 
Fleury’s. As reckoned by scale, the difference between these two plumbs, 
if supposed to be absolutely identical in fact, would differ at least 10 
centimeters in record, if one were taken to level and the other to slope. 
My own opinion is that all plumbs of this character should be reckoned 
to slope, not to level, otherwise the building is not considered as a unit.

WINNING DESIGNS OF MASONIC HOME COMPETITION 
AT ELIZABETHTOWN, PA. 


The drawings published in this number of THE 
AMERICAN ARCHITECT are the result of a “Competition 
to Procure a General Plan and an Architect for the 
Committee on Homes of the Grand Lodge of Free and 
Accepted Masons in Pennsylvania.” 

The site of the enterprise, consisting of some 950 
acres, is near Elizabethtown, a small town between Lan- 
caster and Harrisburg in the center of the State. It is 
amid a rolling agricultural country which has been 
brought to the highest point of cultivation. As stated 
in the programme, “ ‘The Home’ is intended to be liter- 
ally such; having the character of a place of comfort 
and protection for the members of a family rather than 
of a retreat for ‘inmates.’ To this end the buildings 
should have an aspect of dignity and hospitality, avoid- 
ing, as far as possible, an institutional appearance. 
Grounds are to be treated as for pleasure of the resi- 
dents and every effort directed toward conditions mak- 
ing for peace, comfort and contentment.” 

The programme was written by Professor Warren 
P. Laird, of the University of Pennsylvania, who was 
the Committee’s Professional Advisor. The competi- 
tion was judged by a jury composed of the Advisor. and 
two others elected by the competitors. These other two 
proved to be Mr. Frank Miles Day, of Philadelphia, 
and Mr. Walter Cook, of New York. There were three 
invited and paid competitors, who, together with 30 
others from the open field, submitted drawings for the 
consideration of the jury. 

There were ten drawings required with the option of 
extending them to not more than thirteen. From three 
to five at a scale of fifty feet to the inch and the re- 
mainder at one-sixteenth. The rendefing was to be in 
any monochrome, with shadows, on any white paper or 
in pencil on tracing paper mounted. The programme 
was very exhaustive in its details and occupied some 
twenty-five closely printed pages. It was approved by 
the Philadelphia Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects and would seem, in its completeness and 
arrangement, to leave nothing to be desired. 


The winning drawings are based on a strict interpre- 
tation of the thought of the Committee as expressed in 
the programme stating that an institution was not 
wished, but a collection of homes. ‘The result is, there- 
fore, a plan indicating a modern suburban residence de- 
velopment including the usual equipment of hospital 
and country club, engineering and school services. In 
other words, a rural community whose simple residence 
character is expressed by its roads and grounds as well 
as by its buildings and their arrangement. A commu- 
nity whose organization and equipment provides and 
encourages the nearest possible approximation, in an in- 
stitution, to a normal and natural life among its resi- 
dents. 

There have been very few attempts to deliberately 
plan an isolated group of buildings of this character. 
The only approach to this in this country has been the 
suburban development of the great cities. In Germany 
and England, however, there have been several very 
successful operations along these lines. Port Sunlight, 
built for the Lever Brothers, soap manufacturers. 
Bourneville, built for the Messrs. Cadbury, chocolate 
manufacturers, and later Letchworth and Hempstead, 
planned and built for general occupancy. These have 
all proved: healthy and happy places to live in and it is 
along these lines that the winning drawings were con- 
ceived. 

To quote the programme again: “The group is to 
be planned for an ultimate population of about seven 
hundred persons, composed, in round numbers, of four 
hundred men and women, one hundred and fifty boys 
and girls, and one hundred and fifty officers and ser- 
vants. For men and women will be provided a main 
building in which the community life will center and 
the administration find place and cottages in two types, 
one of dormitories for groups of single persons, and 
the other dwellings to permit light housekeeping. The 
children will be provided with schools for each sex and 
homes, each under the care of a married couple. A

PRINGFIELD, Massachusetts, has just passed a 
new building code which limits the offices of Com- 
missioner and Board of Appeal to architects and 
builders. The Engineering Record, in a current issue, 
thinks it a mistake that civil engineers are excluded from 
these offices. With this view we are in thorough accord, 
for it seems that conditions would be sure to arise in 
the administration of the building code in a city of the 
size of Springfield, in which the services of an engineer 
would be highly desirable. Moreover, it would seem 
wise to make the interpretation of a building code a 
matter of the widest latitude in which engineers are as 
much entitled and interested to participate as builders. 
The omission of engineers is an unfortunate mistake 
which should not influence other cities that are, at 
present, wrestling with building codes. 


HE estimate recently made by Prof. Reilly, of the 
University of Liverpool, of modern architecture 

in America is flattering to the profession in this 
country. It is gratifying to note that foreign ex- 
ponents of architectural education are devoting ser- 
ious attention and study to our progress in architecture. 
Prof. Reilly was here for that purpose for a short period 
last year, and what he saw of our buildings and the 
causes he assigned for the direction we are taking in 
architecture bear witness to the serious purpose of his 
mission. His outline of the American methods of 
architectural design and its foundation in our educa- 
tional system is among the clearest statements of the 
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matter that have yet come to our attention. As he 
wisely points out, the volume of architectural work 
of a high standard which is being turned out of the 
best American offices would be impossible without our 
system of training assistants in professional courses 
which enable them to take up, in a comparatively short 
period after completing their studies, the practical work 
of the office. The dominating influences he discerns of 
several of our largest offices and their potency in 
shaping architectural thought and in widely different 
departments of the art, as shown in recent accom- 
plishments, show that American architecture is making 
itself felt abroad, and is gradually being understood. 
It is being recognized that the best American archi- 
tectural traditions are embodied in a gathering from 
the past and from contemporary European practice of 
the spirit of what is most worth perpetuation. The 
European notion that American architecture is either 
skyscrapers or poor copies of historical edifices of the 
old world is rapidly giving way to a deeper considera- 
tion of our serious artistic efforts. 


|’ is to be hoped that the public agitation against 
advertising display towers like the one about to be 
completed in the Times Square section of New 
York will speedily lead to action looking toward a regu- 
lation of electric and billboard display designs of which 
this is, to date, the most flagrant example. In this con- 
nection the action of Mr. W. H. Lever, the English 
soap manufacturer, in offering prizes in England for 
the best bill-posting stations constructed from an archi- 
tectural point of view, is a suggestion that might lead 
to desirable results in this country. In the matter of 
advertising display there is need of the most far-reach- 
ing reorganization which should be wide enough in its 
scope to include every sort of sign intended for public 
display on the outside of a building or anywhere in a 
public place. A number of property owners have 
already shown a commendable interest in preserving the 
comity of their buildings by imposing upon tenants cer- 
tain uniform restrictions in the placing, size and char- 
acter of their business signs, while others have made 
provision for such features by themselves bearing the ex- 
pense of constructing permanent kiosks or posts of more 
or less attractive appearance for business purposes. 
But there could well be much more of this spirit and 
with profit for those undertaking it. The companies 
which make it a business to control and provide adver- 
tising space and designs would be a potent factor if their 
influence were exerted in the proper direction in cor- 
recting present display sign abuses. No doubt, these 
interests would be convinced if they looked into the 
matter carefully that it would not be to their disad- 
vantage to encourage and advise their clients to make 
their display as attractive as possible instead of merely 
striking, in brutal tones and coarse and offensive forms 
that obtrude themselves on the attention for a brief 
moment but generally fail of their full effect to arouse 
sympathetic interest and hold the attention long enough 
to convey their message diplomatically yet forcefully. 
There seems no better way of popularizing this point of 
view than by a good example of the power of artistic 
advertising. 
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chapel, hospital and various buildings for service will 
complete the group.” 

To safeguard the element of cost the programme 
called for a type of construction and finish possible 
within a cubic-foot cost of 3oc. 

One of the controlling factors in the programme was 
a communicating covered passageway not to exceed 3 
per cent in grade and to connect all buildings except the 
hospital and stables. This, of course, greatly increased 
the difficulty of solution. 

The portion of the property, consisting of some 240 
acres, which the Committee selected as the site of the 
group before issuing the programme slopes to the 
south with a difference in level of some 220 feet. The 
lower and more level ground evidently seemed unavail- 
able ; the top of the hill with its extended view no doubt 
seemed exposed and uninviting for a permanent habita- 
tion. Therefore, a middle ground was chosen and two 
fairly level promontories selected as the site. 

The approach from the station, the principal entrance, 
is through a park by a winding drive of slightly chang- 
ing grade, shaded by large and irregular leaf masses 
through which glimpse; are caught of the great open 
valley and low mountains beyond the Susquehanna 
river, some five miles away. 

The chapel which dominates the village group from 
the railroad and station marks the entrance to the vil- 
lage proper and closes the vista at the end of this road. 
From this point the drive has been divided into several 
village streets with cottages and dormitories on either 
side, an arrangement that recalls the domestic charac- 
ter of the model villages already mentioned. 

At the center of the village the principal road or main 
street opens out into and passes through a village green, 
about which are disposed some of the larger cottages. 

The great community building for the common use 
of the villagers, containing dining hall, library and am- 
ple rooms for entertainment, amusement and recreation, 
occupies one side of the green with a frontage of about 
200 feet. 

The axis of the village green continues up the hill- 
side to the park and gardens on the summit, which 
commands a view of unusual interest for many miles 
in all directions. In the opposite direction and looking 
down the slope the principal rooms of the community 
building open on to a broad terrace which overlooks the 
rose garden and tapis vert stretching away to the lake 
at the lower level of the property, surrounded by park 
land and set against a background of fertile farms and 
distant hills. - 

The school group is adjacent to but separated from 
the village proper, the several buildings being arranged 
around a :chool green lying about the chapel tower. 

The garage and stable are placed at the intersection 
of the principal roads and the hospital is placed at the 
extreme western end of the group away from the rail- 
road and remote from the travel within the village, a 
site which offers a southern exposure with a view over 
the valley. 

In general character the village presents, in well-de- 
fined groups, the domestic, the scholastic and the ec- 
clesiastic phases of the style chosen. 
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The drawings indicate a group of buildings built of 
long flat local yellowish-brown sandstone, roofed with 
great slabs of light grey-green slate, materials used for 
many generations in Lancaster County. 

The general atmosphere would seem to express the 
peace, comfort and contentment so essential to the de- 
clining years of the older residents as well as to the 
early years of the younger members of this splendid 
Masonic memorial, which is inspired by the spirit of 
Free Masonry in Pennsylvania and dominated by the 
chapel in which, as in the ancient cathedrals, ‘will be 
written in imagery which the most illiterate can read 
the sacred legends and traditions of the common faith.” 





RECENT LEGAL DECISIONS 


Owner’s LIABILITY FOR WoRK DONE ON CONTRACTOR'S 
DEFAULT 


Where a building contract stipulates for the right 
of the owner, upon default of the contractor, to com- 
plete the work and deduct the cost of completion from 
the contract price, and the contractor defaults and the 
owner then elects to proceed, he becomes responsible to 
the defaulting contractor who has done part of the 
work for the balance of the contract price remaining 
after deducting the cost of completion and any dam- 
ages sustained by the owner from the default. This 
rule does not apply, however, where there is no such 
stipulation in the contract, since the owner in complet- 
ing the work does not then proceed upon the contract 
but ignores it as he has the right to do after the con- 
tractor’s default. Murphy v. Williams (Supreme Court 
of Texas), 124 Southwestern, goo.—J. S. 


HEATING PLANT INSTALLED BECOMES Part OF BUILD- 
ING 


Where a heating plant is installed in a building under 
a contract with the contractor engaged in the construc- 
tion of the building, the owner being no party to the 
contract, it becomes a part of the building and cannot 
be removed by the seller, although by the terms of the 
contract the title. is to remain in the vendor until paid 
for.

RECOVERY FOR PLANS WHERE STIPULATED Cost Ex- 
CEEDED 


An architect was authorized to submit to a board of 
education plans of the alteration of a building, the cost 
of which was not to exceed $20,000. Bids were in- 
vited on the basis of the plans which he submitted, but 
they were for amounts largely in excess of $20,000. 
The committee thereupon abandoned its plan and pur- 
chased another building and altered it under other 
plans. It was held that the architect could not recover 
on his contract for commission nor on quantum meruit, 
as he was bound to know the limits of the authority of 
the board with which he dealt. Cooper v. City of 
Derby (Supreme Court of Errors of Connecticut), 75 
Atlantic, 140.—J. S. 
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The Fine Art Commission 


The Fine Art Commission which has been so long 
needed in Washington has at last been put on a satis- 
factory basis, at least for a good trial, by a bill which 
was recently signed by President Taft. The members 
of the commission have been appointed, and are D. H. 
Burnham, of Chicago, chairman; Frederick Law Olm- 
sted, Jr., of Brookline; Thomas Hastings, Daniel C. 
French, Cass Gilbert and Frank D. Millet, of New York, 
and Charles Moore, of Detroit. Colonel Spencer Cros- 
by, superintendent of public buildings and grounds of 
the District of Columbia, has been appointed secretary 
of the commission. 

The history of this body is decidedly inter- 
esting. The reasons which led President Roose- 
velt to appoint a commission of the same char- 
acter are generally known. Although that com- 
mission, like the one which has just been consti- 
tuted, served without compensation, it was appointed 
without statutory authority, and consequently became 
a nullity. It will be the duty of this commission to 
pass upon designs for public memorials and to make 
suggestions to Congress relative to the character and 
emplacement of monumental structures. With such a 
commission at work the public may be assured that 
the principle of artistic harmony will govern in the 
future in the designing and location of statues, monu- 
ments and all other creations not of a strictly utilitarian 
character. Had a commission of this character been in 
existence in the past, composed of men of the rank 
and ability of those whom the President has now named 
for this important responsibility, Washington would 
to-day be even more attractive than it is at present and 
would offer fewer incongruities to vex the ‘artistic 
citizen. 


Quarries of Old Egypt 

On the way to Philae and the head of the cataract, a 
short distance south of Assouan, we came upon the 
ancient quarries which supplied the granite for the col- 
umns, statues and obelisks throughout Egypt for many 
centuries. An obelisk which we saw lies in its native 
bed. It is 95 feet in length and three sides have been 
carefully cut, but for some unknown reason it was 
never separated entirely f.om the parent rock. The 
surface bears the tool marks of the workmen. The 
grooves in it show that it was to have been reduced at 
the sides. It was supposed that the stone was split from 
its bed by drilling holes in the rock and filling them 
with wooden wedges, which were afterward saturated 
with water, the swelling wood furnishing the power. 

From the illustrations in the temples it is clear that 
these great monuments were floated down the river on 
flatboats and rafts and then carried overland by thous- 
ands of slaves or floated up artificial canals. In one 
of the tombs of Beni-Hassan is a picture illustrating 
this process. The great stone is loaded upon a huge 
sled, and then drawn by thousands of workmen. One 
man is engaged in pouring water on the runners to 
prevent. friction. Another stands at the left of the 
statue and beats time, that the men may work in unison, 
while overseers provided with a whip urge the slaves 
to their task. What king desired to extricate this block 
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from the quarry, why was it left here, what it was to 
commemorate we can never know. The riddle of the 
sphinx is solved, but the riddle of the obelisk in the 
quarry will no doubt remain with us forever.—The 
National Builder. 


Masonic Home Competition 

In the architectural competition for the proposed Ma- 
sonic Home for Infirm Members and Wives, to be 
erected at Elizabethtown, Lancaster county, Pa., it was 
announced that 112 architects had entered the contest 
and filed designs and specifications. These have been 
turned over to a special committee, of which Professor 
Warren P. Laird, of the University of Pennsylvania, is 
the chairman, and of the various competitors six will 
be selected to go to Elizabethtown and look over the 
proposed site before submitting final plans. The win- 
ner of the competition will then be chosen from these 
six architects and receive $1,000 for his general plan, 
besides supervising the erection of the buildings. 

It was stated at the Masonic Temple recently that 
the winning architect probably would not be announced 
before August. The plant at Elizabethtown will com- 
prise 80 buildings, on a tract of 240 acres, and cost, 
when completed, more than $1,000,000. 


Agreements for Building Contracts 


A paper presented at a recent meeting of the Amer- 
ican Society of Civil Engineers by William B. Bamford, 
associate member of that body, is one of vital interest 
to the profession from a technical standpoint. The 
paper advocates justice and equity to all parties to a 
building contract. Mr. Bamford is an engineer by 
training, and is qualified by association for a number 
of years with Messrs. Ejidlitz & Mackenzie, of New 
York, to speak from an experience which has especial 
significance for architects. 


The Use of Reinforced Concrete 

At the Institution of Civil Engineers, recently, a 
paper read by Messrs. E. R. Matthews and A. O. Cun- 
ningham deals with “The Use of Reinforced Concrete 
on the Wabash Railroad, U. S. A.” Although with 
two or three exceptions the works described represent 
structures embodying steel quite as much as reinforced 
concrete, a good many of the details—especially bridge 
abutments and floors—were executed in the last-men- 
tioned material. It is satisfactory to learn that none 
of the reinforced concrete structures on this railway 
have needed any repairs since they were built. Testi- 
mony to that effect should be reassuring to those who 
are inclined to doubt the permanence of reinforced 
concrete and its capacity for withstanding heavy vi- 
bratory stresses without deterioration. One recom- 
mendation specially deserving support is that advising 
the: employment of concrete in the form of a “wet” 
mixture, which can be poured into moulds, and will 
readily flow to the bottom through the interstices of 
reinforcing bars. In ‘cases where a “dry” or “plastic” 
mixture ‘is used the only way of attempting to fill the 
moulds is to rake and poke the material after deposi- 
tion. One effect is frequently the displacement of

steel bars and stirrups, and it is by no means an un- 
common thing to find gaps in the concrete after ex- 
posure. All drawbacks of the kind can readily be 
obviated by a little more water, which, as the authors 
show, does not cause any serious reduction in the 
strength of the material.

Architects’ Club Opens Home in Rebuilt Stable 

The St. Louis Architectural Club dedicated its 
new club quarters, 514 Culver way, recently, and 
will soon have a housewarming. Many guests were 
invited, and all were decidedly impressed by the new 
quarters, which cost about $10,000. The elegant quar- 
ters were once the Guerin stable, and a building com- 
mittee of draughtsmen, headed by David Stephens, Jr., 
was responsible for the transformation. The building 
is two stories high, on a lot fronting 70 feet on Culver 
way by 80 feet deep. On the first floor is the entrance 
vestibule, coatrooms, toilets, assembly hall, library, 
kitchen and boiler room, while on the second floor are 
the custodian’s room, the atelier and the roof garden, 20 
feet wide and 50 feet long.

Philadelphia Chapter, A. I. A. 


The Philadelphia Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects closed its present season of activity on 
June 25th, with its annual outing, the scene of which 
was Princeton, N. J. 

The Chapter chartered a special car and invited the 
members of the T Square Club to participate in the 
outing, which included luncheon at the Princeton Inn 
and afterward an inspection of the town and of the 
improvements under way at Princeton College. 

At the last regular meeting much hope was held out 
for the consummation of a plan which the Chapter has 
been working upon through a special committee to 
secure chapter quarters. This plan contemplates the 
erection upon a prominent site of a building which 
would house a large number of architects who might 
run the whole building on a co-operative basis, with all 
the advantages which would naturally accrue to the 
profession as well as the occupants from such an ar- 
rangement. 

Another and a most important matter brought before 
the meeting was the report of the Committee on the 
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Preservation of Historic Monuments—by which it be- 
came known that the city authorities had accepted the 
proffered services of the committee in connection with 
the restoration of old Congress Hall. This assures to 
the city, without. other cost than the actual expenses of 
the surveys and the preparation of drawings, a com- 
prehensive and authoritative restoration as the commit- 
tee have for years been making a thorough study of the 
present and past conditions, particularly the latter. 
Much of the credit for the successful outcome of the 
project which should have been consummated years 
ago, belongs to the present Mayor of Philadelphia, the 
Hon. John E. Reyburn, who caused the appropriation to 
be made for this purpose. The amount to be expended 
carries with it a modern lighting system for the his- 
toric Independence Hall and Independence Square, 
which has also been entrusted to the Chapter’s Com- 
mittee.

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The Day of the Critic and the Connoisseur 


At last month’s banquet of the Royal Society of 
Painters in Water-Colors, Sir Felix Schuster observed 
that water-color painting was essentially a British art. 
“That is true enough,” says a writer in the Morning 
Post, “but when he added ‘the foreigner was not to be 
considered’ he was really going too far. At Messrs. 
Obach’s are still to be seen the remnant of the beautiful 
exhibition of Harpignies, an inspection of which we 
confidently recommend to the distinguished Free Trader. 
Only Turner, Cotman, and Cozens have ever surpassed 
the French master, and only at their very best. Turner 
was, of course, more various, more daring, but Britannia 
will not rule the water-colors by ignoring the force of 
waves from the opposite shore. Artists are often 
heard lamenting the days when there were no critics 
and no connoisseurs. But it would be rash to assert 
that such a golden age ever existed. We might hazard 
from Lucian that there were keen discussions about the 
two painters who bore the name of Apelles, as even now 
people get mixed about the two Shannons. One 
of the saddest thoughts arising irresistibly from a con- 
templation of the ruins of Herculaneum is the amount of 
art criticism that must have perished in the cataclysm 
of Vesuvius. If analogies may be drawn from the dis- 
coveries in the villa of the papyri and the treasures now 
preserved at Naples, there must have been rolls and rolls 
of dull and conscientious discussion on esthetics. For 
where art is, there are the cormorant critics gathered 
together. Perhaps, if Professor Waldstein’s dream is 
realized, we shall recover one day what some people will 
hardly regard as a loss.”"—The Architectural Review 
(London). 


The National Academy Seeks a Site for Its 
Proposed New Building 


That the National Academy will this Fall take defi- 
nite action toward securing a site whereon it may erect 
its new building now seems certain. It has received, 
it is stated, assurance of the financial support of the 
most influential art patrons in New York, and it is 
expected that a fund fully ample for the erection of a 
suitable gallery will become available. 

While many sites have been proposed, none have been 
deemed as entirely suitable. An art gallery is, as a 
rule, a low building, seldom more than two stories in 
height, and must have, in order to properly show the 
paintings hung on its walls, an unobstructed natural 
light. The problem has been to secure a site where 
subsequent building operaiions or adjoining property, 
would not by the erection of tall structures, ruin the 
building for the purpose for which it was erected. 


To House Policemen and Firemen in the Same 
Building 

Fire Commissioner Waldo, of New York City, has 
submitted plans to Mayor Gaynor for inaugurating a 
system of standard construction of fire houses and has 
proposed that fire companies and policemen shall, so 
far as possible, be stationed in the same building. His 
idea is that there would be both economy and increased 
efficiency by such an arrangement. 
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Commissioner Waldo does not propose to have the 
firemen and policemen occupy the same quarters, but 
he believes that by the construction of a building that 
could be arranged for both services the city would ben- 


‘efit by securing harmony and promptness of action. He 


has not worked out the details of the suggestion. 

It is believed by the Commissioner that if certain 
“standard” or uniform plans for firehouses can be 
agreed upon, the city will save money, both in the con- 
struction and maintenance of the department buildings. 


Restoration of the Palace of the Popes at Avignon 


The restoration of the Palace of the Popes at Avignon 
is steadily proceeding, and numerous interesting arche- 
ological discoveries are being made. The apartment 
called the “Salle des Audiences” is now completely 
restored, and in the chapel the stained glass which was 
destroyed during the occupation of the building as a 
barracks has been replaced according to its original 
design. The municipality of Avignon are occupied with 
the restoration of the ancient battlements extending 
along the bank of the Rhone, between Porte Saint- 
Dominique and Porte de l’Oulle-—The Architectural 
Review (London).

BOOK NOTES 


HousinG ReForm. A handbook for practical use in 
American cities. By Lawrence Veiller. New York: 
Charities Publication Committee. 

In a foreword written by Mr. Robert W. DeForest, 
and which is in the nature of an appreciation of Mr. 
Veiller’s book, he states : 

“We Americans have an unhappy faculty of not re- 
membering until after we have forgotten, of not be- 
ginning to conserve our resources and save our forests 
until after we have lost them. But we are surely 
practical enough to profit by experience. And experi- 
ence applied to housing reform establishes the proposi- 
tion which should be printed in large type that No 
GROWING AMERICAN CITY, HOWEVER FREE FROM TENE- 
MENTS NOW, CAN AFFORD TO BE WITHOUT BUILDING 
REGULATIONS TO PREVENT DARK ROOMS AND UNSANITARY 
CONDITIONS.” 

Every one who has given thoughtful consideration 
to the important subject of housing reform will, we 
are sure, agree with Mr. DeForest in this contention, 
and agreeing, will take up the perusal of Mr. Veiller’s 
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book with added appreciation of its masterly presenta- 
tion of the subject. The work is a practical handbook 
on tenement reform in America. Its author has made 
a lifelong study of the subject, and as a settlement 
worker in New York has acquired by actual observa- 
tion a true knowledge of how wage earners of that 
city live. He has held important executive offices in 
the Tenement House Committee in New York and for 
many years was closely identified with the New York 
Charity Organization Society. 

The theoretical reformer, who from his library indites 
letters to the editors of the daily press, or “views with 
alarm” the conditions existing in the localities of densest 
population, has no knowledge of the extreme condi- 
tions that are so apparent to the men and women who 
brave disease and violence by actual contact with the 
“submerged tenth” of our population, 

It would not be possible to conduct every one so 
that they might by personal contact become familiar 
with conditions now existing, nor is it advisable to 
place much credence on the articles that appear in the 
daily press. The dominant idea in these is a “story” 
that will make effective matter for the Sunday supple- 
ments. 

It is therefore fortunate that we can take up a book 
like Mr. Veiller’s knowing that all his statements are 
based on absolute facts and that every deduction he 
presents has back of it an experience that is actual and 
the result of impartial reasoning. 

The situation is not as hopeless as some alarmists 
would have us believe. Conditions are improving. The 
man of middle age who knew his New York two 
decades ago realizes how much has been accomplished 
by the efforts of men like Mr. Veiller. 

There is yet much to be done. Our _ tenement 
house laws are a vast improvement over earlier ones, 
but we shall have to be patient. Let us hope that 
with the campaign of education now being waged the 
people will becomé more keenly alive to the importance 
of housing reform, and thus, ultimately, secure the 
results that are now so devoutly to be wished.

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Some Considerations in Building 


The relation of the chief factors of a building oper- 
ation is a subject upon which much of real educational 
value for the building public has been written by com- 
petent men. Architects in general look with too little 
interest on some of this work, believing that only the 
buildings they design can educate the laymen to want 
better architecture and the elimination of the “archi- 
tect” but the fact remains that this semi-popular build- 
ing literature has been quite as helpful and instructive 
to the profession as to those for whom it is written. 
The present-day architect is a busy man and has little 
time to reflect on many matters which are very essen- 
tial to his professional progress. Such reflection has to 
be done for him by others, and generally by those who 
are in position to survey the field without getting lost 
in its side issues. It is, therefore, with some surprise 
and satisfaction that the excellent article by Mr. Que- 
nelle, an English architect, on “Points to Bear in Mind 
in Building,” is read in the current International Studio 
Year Book. Stress is laid on the importance of the 
architect’s keeping posted on new methods of construc- 
tion and on his striving for idiomatic treatment of the 
materials employed. He is cautioned not to lose sight 
of the tradition of his craft, but, at the same time, to 
steer clear of doubtful reproduction, on the one hand, 
and of eccentricity on the other. The question of cost 
is commended to his serious consideration ; the simplest 
forms of building are urged and extras warned against. 
He is advised to build for his clients as though he were 
building for himself and had in mind, though it be the 
background, the desirability of producing a readily sal- 
able asset. The contractor comes in for his share of 
attention ; he should be interested in the success of the 
house, the author thinks, and in sympathy with the 
architect’s ideas, in short his friend. The use of ma- 
chinery in building is considered an advantage in pro- 
ducing those straightaway parts which are to be sup- 
plemented by handicraft where special interest is de- 
sired. 

The several points which Mr. Quinelle makes show 
a grasp of contemporary conditions of practice worthy 
of respect. The tone of the discussion is semi-popular 
but the matter presented is essential and could be ad- 
dressed to the owner without material modification. It 
is full of information, critical of current practice by 
-inference, a stimulus for a higher standard of artistic 
performance, more thorough business methods and the 
most approved methods of construction. 


International Exhibition of Fine Arts, Santiago 


The Chilian Government, wishing to celebrate the 
centenary of the independence of the Republic on Sep- 
tember 18, 1910, has decided to open an International 
Exhibition of Fine Arts at Santiago. The exhibition 
will be held in the new Palace of Fine Arts, which will 
be inaugurated on the same date. The work connected 
with the preparatory organization and management of 
the exhibition is entrusted to the Council of Fine Arts, 
which is authorized to issue invitations on behalf of the 
Chilian Government to artists or artistic corporations of 
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various countries. Artists will be required to send in 
their works to the delegates before June 1. The Chilian 
Government will make purchases from the works ex- 
hibited upon the recommendation of the Council, with a 
view to their forming part of the National Gallery of 
Art, and for this purpose the sum of 100,000 francs has 
been granted, to which will be added the entrance fees 
to the exhibition and the festivals held in the grounds. 
The exhibition will close on December 31, 1910. Fur- 
ther information may be obtained from Don Enrique 
Cuevas, First Secretary to the Legation, 29 Queen’s- 
Gate-Terrace, London, S. W. 


The Art Commission's Scope Extended 


In reply to a communication addressed by President 
Taft, to the Art Commission, enquiring whether it 
would pass on the merits of designs for buildings in 
other cities than Washington, President D. H. Burn- 
ham, of the Commission, has replied in the affirmative. 

As at present authorized the Commission is empow- 
ered to pass on designs of public buildings and statues 
to be erected in the National Capital. 


A Memorial to Grover Cleveland to Be Erected 
at Princeton University 


At a recent meeting of the Cleveland Monument Asso- 
ciation it was decided to approve the plan for a memor- 
ial tower to be built in connection with the new gradu- 
ates’ building to be erected on the Princeton University 
grounds. 

It is estimated that this memorial tower will cost 
$100,000, of which sum $75,000 has been subscribed. 

The memorial will probably be ready for dedication 
in IQIT. 


A Billion Dollars Spent During 1909 in Building 
Operations in the United States 


Building operations in 128 cities of the United States 
during the calendar year 1909 represented expenditures 
of nearly a billion, or, to be exact, according to statistics 
compiled by the United States Geological Survey, $930,- 
520,713. This is an increase over 1908 of 10 per cent. 
A comparison of increases and decreases of the opera- 
tions of 1909 with those of 1908 is held to be unreason- 
able, because, it is said, 1908 was not a normal year. 
However, Chicago, which led the increases in 1908, with 
a litle more than $8,000,000, was second in 19099, with 
an increase of more than $28,000,000. New York, 
which was second in 1908 with an increase of a little 
more than $4,000,000, led the list for 1909 with $68,000,- 
000. Brooklyn, which reported a decrease of more than 
$25,000,000 in 1908, came third in the 1909 increases 
with a growth of $18,402,061. 

Of the cities that showed decreases in 1909, San 
Francisco had the largest, $5,484,273, or 17.32 per 
cent., Dayton was next, with $1,533,780, or 47.42 per 
cent., the largest proportional decrease, and Oakland was 
third, with $1,002,051, or 15.85 per cent. The decreases 
in these cities may be ascribed to local causes.

The author of this work sets out on his task by 
getting at once in touch with his subject, condensing 
his facts and presenting them in a terse style, that 
enables the reader to get at the “heart” of the subject 
in the easiest manner. Technical works of this descrip- 
tion are a boon to the busy architect. ‘It enables him to 
find the information he is in search of and affords in 
his library a book of ready reference that he is always 
glad to have close at hand. 


Corrosion and Preservation of Iron and Steel. By 
A. S. Cushman, A. M. Ph. D., and H. A. Gardner. 
Full cloth, 395 pp, 6 x 9; illustrated. Price $4.00. 
New York—McGraw-Hill Book Co. 

This book, the joint authorship of two men eminently 
well qvalified to present this subject, is one that can 
be read and studied with much profit. 

Dr. Cushman, to whom must be given the credit for 
many of the most important discoveries in corrosion, 
treats authoritatively of this subject. He presents and 
defends the electrolytic theory, but his point of view 
is never controversial. To treat the matter in the broad- 
est way, he has at some length assembled the investi- 
gations and arguments of those who do not accept his 
views. He thus presents a careful analysis of the 
problem, one so seriously considered by all classes of 
engineers. 

Mr. Gardner confines himself in general to preserva- 
tion. As the Director of the Scientific Section of the 
American Paint Manufacturers’ Association, he has 
had at his command the best material, both on the chem- 
istry and application of protective coatings. ‘The re- 
lation of various pigments to corrosion, and the power 
of pigment mixtures to act as retarders and barriers, 
are taken up at length. This is all based on a great 
number of field and exposure tests conducted by the 
authors and their contemporaries. Methods of conduct- 
ing these tests are also outlined and discussed. Furth- 
ermore, the construction of preservative coatings and 
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methods of application to structural work of all sorts 
are considered carefully, together with the general sub- 
ject of painting metal.

The United States Department of Agriculture has 
undertaken the task of estimating the present stand of 
saw timber on each township and section of National 
Forest land in the States of Arizona, New Mexico, Ar- 
kansas and Florida. It will probably take until the 
close of the year 1912 to complete the work, but when 
it is done the Government will know definitely how much 
timber can safely be cut from the National Forests in 
these States, and just where the timber is that can be 
most advantageously sold. 

When a forest has once been covered by such a recon- 
naissance, purchasers and forest officers can agree on 
negotiations for timber sales. 


A Suggested Plan for Collecting Pictures of 


Roman R uins 


Commendatore Boni has delivered in the Forum 
Museum, Rome, an interesting lecture, in his capacity as 
president of the photographic section of next year’s ex- 
hibition, upon the desirability of forming a collection of 
photographs of the Roman antiquities—not only of 
those existing in Italy, but of those to be found in other 
lands. Much still remains to be done, as he pointed 
out, for the photography of the beautiful but remote 
sites of the Italian peninsula. 

The movement for expropriating the Circus Maximus, 
now occupied by the gasworks, is gaining groand.

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BOOK NOTES 


RoMAN Cities in ItaLy AnD Dacmatia, by A. L 
Frothingham, Ph.D. Full cloth; 325 pp., 5% by 8 
inches. Price, $1.75. New York: Sturgis & Walton 
Co. 

Probably no country nor any country’s capital has 
found more ready pens of prose or poetry to sing its 
glories and describe its territory than has Italy. Rome, 
the capital and center of the greatest state of the ancient 
world, and to-day the most famous city, stands for so 
much in the world’s history that as a theme it is inex- 
haustible. 





More especially is this true when a student of Pro- 
fessor Frothingham’s demonstrated ability sets down 
the results of his researches in this famous capital and 
other cities of Italy and Dalmatia. 

The reader is at once interested in the book when he 
peruses the opening sentence in the prologue. Prof. 
Frothingham states: “To know Rome well, you must go 
elsewhere. This would not be true of Greece, ruled by 
individualism ; but Rome, with her tenacious traditions, 
her pervasive and constructive imperialism, her unalter- 
able plan of stamping her impress wherever she set 
foot, Rome both mirrored the cities from which she 
sprang, and was mirrored on each of her colonies.” 

Here we have the keynote of the work which is one 
while, treating in the broadest way the beauties and 
glories of the “Eternal City,” shows how “all roads lead 
to Rome,” and that nothing that added to the fame, the 
art, and the letters of Italian cities but was assimilated 
in Rome, as the nucleus of greater and broader creations 
that added to the fame and grandeur of the Capital. 

Nothing in the eye of this intelligent observer is too 
small to have significance, nor is anything so large as 
to overshadow everything in its neighborhood. 

It is often a source of regret that it is not possible in 
the limits of a notice such as- this to dwell more at 
length on the scope and value of books that come to us 
for notice. A work of this sort might supply the 
thought for many lines of review. Architects will read 
it with pleasure, even those who believe they know their 
Italy. Most of us have seen Rome as Rome—how 
many of us can see the composite picture that is present 
to a man like Professor Frothingham, who views Rome 
as the mirror of many Italian cities, each one familiar 
by observation and intelligent study. 

We may not have the time to go abroad, over the 
beautiful Italian country, and see for ourselves, but 
with this work at hand we shall recall much of Rome as 
of importance now, that when we viewed the city seemed 
but a small detail in a day’s itinetary. 


INDUSTRIAL 


Linoleum as Applied to Cement Foundations 


The John H. Pray & Sons Co., of 646 Washington 
street, Boston, has recently completed a series of tests 
to determine the action of acids upon linoleum. These 
tests are interesting on account of the increased use of 
linoleum as floor covering on cement foundations, and 
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also its wide application as floors for laboratories and 
medical institutions. 

Relative to these tests, The John H. Pray & Sons 
Co., write us as follows: 

“We submitted a strip of linoleum to the action of the 
following acids, both concentrated and dilute, nitric, 
HNO%S; sulphuric, H,SO,; hydrochloric, HCl; acetic; 
and aqua regia, a combination of nitric and HCl. The 
acids were left on between one and a half and two 
hours, and then washed off. In all instances the effect 
appeared to be entirely on the surface, and in some 
instances hardly without discoloration. 

“We then submitted three samples to an acid bath of 
seventy-two hours in three different acids. In one case 
only, that of nitric acid, was the fabric eaten. 

“We also have under way tests of the product of a 
number of manufacturers, to discover the compound 
which will give the maximum of wearing value with 
the minimum of stretch.” 

The John H. Pray & Sons’ Co. have supplied linoleum 
and cork carpet, secured by waterproof glue, to cement 
and other floors, to battleships, large public buildings 
and to school houses. They solicit correspondence with 
architects and builders.

Statue of Baron von Steuben 


Albert Jaegers, the sculptor, who was commissioned 
by the United States Government to execute a statue 
of Baron von Steuben for erection in Washington, has 
finished his work. The statue will stand at the north- 
west corner of Lafayette Park, fronting the White 
House, and will be unveiled November 16. 


Two Ancient Houses Saved 


Steps which are now being taken to memorialize two 
Essex County houses of the late seventeenth century 
are in line with the present disposition to preserve New 
England antiquities. The domiciles about to be used 
as repositories of colonial handicraft are the Ward 
house of Salem, which the Essex Institute has moved 
from its former location on St. Peter street to the 
ground in the rear of the Institute itself, and the Pastor 
Capen house at Topsfield, which the Topsfield Histori- 
cal Society has acquired. Neither of these undertak- 
ings is complete, but both are so far along that there 
should be no doubt about their ultimate success. 

The two houses are contemporaneous, the one at 
Salem having been built in 1684, that at Topsfield three 
years later. They are nearly identical in style and con- 
structional features. Both are invaluable survivals 
from an era in which wood as a building material was 
used with almost invariable good taste and intelligence. 
While the derivation of the type from European dwell- 
ings of the same period is very evident, the skill with 
which the builders who first came to this continent 
forthwith proceeded to express themselves adequately 
in the material easiest at hand is as remarkable as the 
obtuseness of subsequent generations of carpenters 
whose main aim has seemed to be to cover both the con- 
structional and the surface qualities of the woods used. 
The downright honesty of the architecture of these two 
seventeenth century houses is of itself a sufficient ex- 
cuse for spending a little money and thought upor 
making them as presentable as possible—Boston Tran- 
script. 


The Disfigurement of Paris 


The one-time familiar and hackneyed old tag, “They 
do these things much better in France,” seems to have 
lost not only its vogue, but its justification. In Paris, 
at any rate, the superior deftness and dexterity with 
which public improvements were effected without inter- 
ference with the public convenience, or disturbing the 
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marvellous netteté for which the people are distin- 
guished, seem for the moment to have forsaken them 
to such an extent that the “Disfigurement of Paris” is 
a frequent heading to indignant complaints from vis- 
itors to the once delectable city as well as from inhabi- 
tants, and the agitation has reached its climax in a 
Times leading article. The case, as stated by the writer 
of that article, is that the Place de l’Opéra has long been 
defaced, and partly blocked, by unsightly erections con- 
cealing the operations of a tube railway company. “The 
point is that the delay in completing the work has 
passed all bounds.” The plans have been varied while 
the work was in progress, so that three electric railways 
are now being made instead of the one originally in- 
tended; and disputes and labor troubles have greatly 
increased the delay. But, allowing for all untoward 
circumstances, it is contended that the care of the city 
has sadly slackened since the brave days of Baron 
Haussmann, when M. Alphaud, “a man with a real 
genius for the beautifying of open spaces,” was in 
power. Our contemporary thinks it curious that while 
Paris is retrograde, London has gone forward, and he 
dwells “with some satisfaction on the great skill, and the 
very little disturbance of traffic,” with which, in our 
case, the tube railways have been constructed.—Archi- 
tectural Review—( London). 


Wind Pressure 


The pressure of wind on such structures as towers, 
buildings, bridges and stacks is one of the points on 
which more data are needed, and experiments carefully 
planned and performed are much to be desired. Work 
of this nature should be undertaken only by those who 
have the ways and means to carry it on properly, for 
to be of value to the engineering world the experiments 
must be made on a large scale and under varying atmos- 
pheric conditions. This would require the work to be 
extended over a considerable period of time, and, to 
be of greatest value, investigations should be carried on 
at several locations widely removed from one another. 
The present data regarding intensities of wind pressure 
on exposed surfaces are based on researches of Sir Ben- 
jamin Baker, Hutton and Duchemin. In Sir Benjamin 
Baker's experiments the total wind force acting on a 
large suspended pressure-board was measured, but as it 
was realized that the intensities of pressure over a large 
area were not uniform, the large board was also ar- 
ranged to give pressures per unit of area at several dif 
ferent points in its surface. Hutton’s experiments, as 
embodied in his formula for pressures om inclined sur- 
faces, have long been the standard used in designing 
roofs and other similar structures. His empirical for- 
mula gives much larger values than those computed by 
rational formulas. Practically all experimental work 
thus far performed has been done with plane surfaces, 
leaving the relations between pressures on plane and on 
curved surfaces to be computed. Borda, however, made 
a few simple tests to determine the ratio between the 
pressure on a cylinder and that on a plane. He con- 
cluded that the wind pressure on a cylindrical surface 
was two-thirds that on a plane equal to the vertical pro- 
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jection of the cylinder, in other words, two-thirds that 
on a diametrical section of the cylinder. This same con- 
clusion may be reached by rational methods if the wind 
is assumed to act horizontally. Formulas for pressures 
on spheres and on cones may also be deduced. The ex- 
periments of Duchemin were carefully made and his re- 
sults indicate larger pressures than those of Hutton.— 
Engineering Review.

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Competitions as Viewed by the Engineer 


There is much in actual experience that would con- 
firm the following editorial opinion of the Engineering 
Record in regard to the desirability and value of com- 
petitions for the purpose of selecting an architect or 
engineer to perform a given piece of work. It.says: 

Although architectural competitions are frequently 
used as a means of choosing architects or of securing 
preliminary designs, it is very doubtful whether this 
method is conducive to,best results. Engineers are 
comparatively free from this practice except in the de- 
sign of some structures such as small bridges. A few 
years ago when an engineer submitted a plan for a 
bridge he was very apt to find himself in competition 
with one or more bridge companies, but now, even in 
this branch of engineernig, it is common practice to em- 
ploy an engineer who prepares his own designs which 
are then submitted to bridge companies for bids. Archi- 
tectural competitions are generally of no advantage to 
the owner. To make them successful he must first 
choose an adviser, whose duty it is to formulate the 
terms on which the competitors must base their designs 
and to conduct the competition. The American Institute 
of Architects has given this matter considerable atten- 
tio, and under the code of that society it is unprofes- 
sional for any member of the institute, or, of a chapter 
thereof, to participate in a competition, whether as com- 
petitor or as juror, unless the program shall first have 
been approved by the Committee on Competitions of the 
Institute or by an authorized sub-committee. A con- 
test of this kind is a slow and expensive process of 
choosing an architect, and in a great majority of cases 
it would be much better if he were chosen directly and 
solely upon his fitness to design and to superintend the 
work. It is possible that a competition may bring forth 
a meritorious general design for a building, and the 
author thereof be so entirely lacking in executive ability 
and in the technical knowledge necessary to prepare 
detailed designs as to be incapable of carrying the work 
to successful completion. 


Will Preserve City’s Landmarks in Photographs 


It is with some satisfaction we note the action of the 
Mayor of Portsmouth, Va., who has ordered photo- 
graphs made of old buildings about to be razed to make 
way for projected new structures. 

We have often urged in these columns the necessity 
for similar action whenever, owing to the exigencies of 
building operations, structures that have historical or 
architectural associations are demolished. 

In a series of articles preparing for this magazine, 
and which will deal with certain architectural phases in 
the period from 1830 to 1860, it was necessary to secure 
pictures of certain buildings noted for the excellence of 
their architectural design. These buildings, mostly in 
the business sections of New York, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and Washington, have been taken down and 
their: sites now occupied by larger and oftentimes 
buildings of indifferent architectural excellence. In 
some cases it has been found impossible to secure pic- 
tures and those that have been collected have been loane:l 
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to us for reproduction, only on condition that they be 
carefully handled, as of much value. 

While it might be too great a task to photograph 
every street at certain points every few years, there are 
so few of these old and much prized buildings still 
standing it would seem as if the Mayors of our large 
cities might well follow the example of Portsmouth’s 
Mayor and arrange that whenever an old structure is 
to be demolished it should first be photographed and a 
print be lodged in the city’s archives. 


Municipal Maintenance 


Director Durand of the Census Bureau, in a letter to 
Secretary Nagel of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, states that, of the $405,000,000 spent in 1908 in 
maintaining and operating the city departments of the 
158 largest cities in the United States, the main- 
tenance of schools represents 95 per cent. of the total 
expenses of cities for “education” and costs more than 
any other municipal function. The protection of life 
and property by the police, fire and associated depart- 
ments was second in cost. 

These two functions of education and the protection 
of life and property cost 55 per cent. of about $405,- 
000,000. For the whole group of cities the average per 
capita expense for schools was $4.70, for police 
$2.25 and for fire $1.72. 

The item of $1.72 for fire protection is of much sig- 
nificance, as it shows an increase over a corresponding 
period of 39 cents per capita which, taken into considera- 
tion with the greatly increased fireproof construction, 
shows the large increase of building in the aggregate. 


Exhibition of American Paintings in Germany 


The exhibition of German paintings exhibited at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art a year ago called forth 
expressions of opinion that ran the entire gamut of 
criticism. This collection was hung under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Hugo Reisinger, through whose initiative 
it was gathered in Germany. 

Since then Mr. Reisinger has collected what may be 
considered a representative lot of American canvases 
and sent them to Berlin, where they have been on ex- 
hibition. 

A correspondent to a daily paper, referring to this 
exhibition, states : 

“The paintings by American artists collected by 
Hugo Reisinger, of New York, and recently exhibited 
in Berlin and Munich, have apparently impressed the 
German critics differently. A translation in part of an 
article on the American paintings in “Kunst fuer Alle” 
by one of the best known German art writers, Paul 
Clemen, has been published in the July number of Cur- 
rent Literature. Some views of our best known artists 
startling to our American ears are therein expressed, 
but throughout the article runs a subtle vein of admira- 
tion for our art which Herr Clemen discloses in spite 
of himself. The disciplined technique of our painters, 
the refined quality of their work as a whole, and the re- 
serve of their artistic coriceptions which we have come 
to regard as sanity, is dwelt upon with a keen but, on 
the whole, enjoyable sarcasm.” 
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The Painting of Cement and Concrete Structures 


In painting cement and concrete structures, failure 
to produce satisfactory results has, in most cases, been 
due to the painter’s lack of knowledge of the oil de- 
stroying properties of the alkali in the cement and of 
the chemicals necessary for the neutralization of these 
alkalies. Mr. Chas. Macnichol, of Washington, D. C., 
in a paper read before the American Society for Testing 
Materials, describes a method of treating cement sur- 
faces for painting which he has now used for several 
years with success. The method consists in applying to 
the cement surface a solution of zinc sulphate and 
water, mixed in equal parts by weight, and using an 
ordinary bristle brush. It is applied after the cement is 
dry. The wall is allowed from 48 to 72 hours for drying 
and is then, it is stated, as safe to paint as an ordinary 
plaster wall. The reason why some such treatment 
should be necessary before applying a paint coating to 
the surface of concrete is stated as follows: When 
Portland cement sets, a certain amount of lime is set 
free in a hydrated condition as calcium hydroxide. This, 
being a strong alkali, tends to saponify the oil in the 
paint coating, and thus destroy it. The work done by 
the applications of the zinc sulphate is to destroy the 
alkalinity, and change the calcium hydroxide into a 
mixture of calcium sulphate and zinc oxide. Another 
point of advantage, and a very important one to the 
painter, is the filling of the pores of the concrete, thus 
saving a considerable amount of paint which would 
otherwise be wasted by penetrating too deeply into the 
wall. 


Barnard s Groups for Pennsylvania's Capitol 


As to George Grey Barnard’s colossal groups in 
marble, for the Pennsylvania Capitol at Harrisburg, 
which were exhibited at the Paris Salon this year, the 
opinions of the European critics are of considerable in- 
terest. Although not all the critics agree in praising his 
groups, these unusual works caused a great deal of dis- 
cussion and made a deep impression. Le Temps said: 
“The grandeur of inspiration in the ensemble, the power 
of the sentiment, the perfection of the technique in the 
statues that compose these groups have produced 
among the French sculptors a profound sensation and 
the greatest admiration.” La Petite République said: 
“They are certainly colossal, both in size and in art 
achievement, and each figure, taken separately, is har- 
moniously placed and seriously modeled.” 


Town-Planning Competition in Australia 


A great town-planning competition is about to be an- 
nounced by the Government of the Commonwealth of 
Australia, who are nearly ready to proceed with the new 
Federal capital. This is the first occasion since the lay- 
ing out of Washington that a national capital has been 
offered for complete planning.

The statue of the late Governor John A. Johnson, of 
Minnesota, which it is proposed to place in the State

The story of a window in St. Alban’s Church, Car- 
lisle, to be erected to the late Bishop Ware, of Barrow- 
in-Furness, is amusing. It seems that before the Chan- 
cellor would grant a faculty for this window he in- 
sisted on amendments in the design. Oswald, King of 
Northumbria, is represented in the cartoon as an old 
man, whereas he died at the age of 38. So this is to 
be altered. Further, one of the angels is represented 
wearing the coat of arms of the Dean and Chapter 
of Carlisle. The Chancellor does not believe an angel 
would wear such a coat of arms, and this also must 
be changed. The Daily News takes leave to point out 
that while the Chancellor may be correct about the 
limitations of angelic costume, they would be inclined 
to back any opponent of his “who undertook to prove 
that angels have again and again been depicted, in 
the coat-ot- 
arms or other cognizance of some mundane person or 
corporation. Our contemporary blunders badly, how- 
ever, in attributing the angel with side whiskers in St. 
Alban’s Cathedral as the likeness of the late Lord Den- 
nun, who restored the cathedral. As a matter of fac’, 
if was the late Lord Grimthorpe who enjoyed that dis- 
tinction.—Arclutects’ and Builders’ Journal.

The Failure of Roof Tanks 

Failures of roof tanks, which have been altogether 
too numerous during the past year, have brought out a 
great deal of discussion concerning the strength of sup- 
porting walls and columns. It is to be hoped that the 
agitation will result in more careful designs for new 
tank supports and in examinations of existing construc- 
tion with a view of strengthening that found to be weak. 
There is one point relating to designs of tank supports 
that seems to have received no consideration in the dis- 
cussion and it is of such importance that some attention 
should be given it. Roof tanks are frequently set on 
two I-beams and in the design of these beams the effect 
of insufficient lateral support for the upper flange ap- 
pears to be commonly overlooked. For example, if the 
beams have a span of 35 feet, a top flange width of 7 
inches, and no transverse bracing is provided, the ratio 
between the unsupported length and the width of the 
compression flange is 60, which, according to best prac- 
tice, would require an allowable unit stress of only one- 
half that permissible with flanges properly braced. In 
other words, if the section modulus is determined by 
an average unit stress of 16,000 Ib. per square inch, 
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which is frequently employed, the maximum fiber stress 
in the compression flange will be very much greater. In 
fact, the maximum unit stress may be so great as to be 
dangerous; especially so since wind pressure causes 
additional forces to act on the beam in a direction in 
which it is weakest. Obviously, the beams should be 
connected by lateral bracing so that the ratio of unsup- 
ported length to width of flange will not exceed 20. 
In this connection it is not out of place to call attention 
to the promiscuous placing of large signs on tops of 
buildings without first investigating the strength of the 
supports.—Engineering Record. 


Workmanship and the Strength of Concrete 

With the object of obtaining data as to the effect of 
workmanship on the strength of concrete, a series of 
tests has been conducted by the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey. Three contracting firms were requested to 
undertake the preparation of conerete cubes and beams, 
the materials and proportions being i’entical one with 
another and with those employed in similar specimens 
prepared by the Laboratory Staff of the Department. 
All four sets of specimens were tested under equal con- 
ditions, with the result that variations ‘to the extent of 
100 per cent. were revealed. These tests emphasize the 
point that no designer can predict absolutely what will 
be the actual strength of the concrete in practical work. 
It may be that while relying upon 4 as the factor of 
safety he may only actually have the factor of 2, owing 
to indifferent workmanship, or perhaps a still smaller 
factor in the case of an inexperienced contractor. 


A Descriptive List of Trade and Industrial Schools 


The National Society for the Promotion of Industrial 
Education, New York City, has just issued its Bulletin 
No. 11, which is “A Descriptive List of Trade and In- 
dustrial Schools in the United States.” The pamphlet 
was published as the result of a general demand for a 
tabulation of the main facts and features of the admin- 
istration and curricula of the industrial and trade 
schools at present in operation in this country. As a 
inajority of the existing intermediate industrial schools 
have been inaugurated within a period of two years, the 
facts relating to this section are of particular interest 
to those concerned with modern educational movements 


Louisiana Law Providing for the Registry of 
Architects 

The act providing that all architects practising in the 
State of Louisiana must be registered is now in force 

The act states that all persons, excepting those now 
practising architecture, must apply to a board of archi- 
tectural examiners for a certificate showing their fitness 
to practise their profession. They may obtain the right 
to practise by either showing a diploma from a recog- 
nized college of architecture, or by passing an examina- 
tion in architectural engineering, architectural design- 
ing and architectural history. The board of examiners 
consists of five architects, all of whom must have prac- 
titsed for at least ten years. 





Design and Painted Metal and Woodwork 


How to treat, in color, the metal and woodwork of an 
architectural design, when it is not the predominant 
material of the composition but constitutes the filling-in 
between the real architectural members, is a problem 
often presented for quick solution to the architect in 
current practice. That there is little unanimity of opin- 
ion on the subject may be ascertained by observing the 
variety of solutions, many of which are far from pleas- 
ing. The fact probably is that only the most conscien- 
tious designers are giving the matter the attention it de- 
serves, while in many cases the architect’s clerk of the 
works decides the question by selecting the color from 
sample cards, or the color is specified at a time when it 
is hardly possible to properly decide upon the most de- 
sirable tint. 

It would repay architects quite as much to go to some 
trouble in getting the proper colors for exterior painted 
surfaces in a building as it does to bestow the closest 
study upon the plastic portions of the design. It is a 
matter for which no universal rules can be laid down 
any more than for composition. The ideal solution in 
any given case depends upon the designer’s artistic per- 
ception and can best be studied by experimenting in 
situ in very mttch the same way as important carved 
decoration and sculpture is now studied.

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ACUUM CLEANING 
I—-WHAT IT IS AND DOES 


That the induction of a rapid and powerful flow of 
air through a properly proportioned opening. into a 
chamber otherwise airtight may be utilized to remove 
effectively all dust and dirt from the interiors of build- 
ings and their contents is one of the most obvious 
though most useful conclusions of modern science. The 
commercial feasability of exhausting the air from an 
airtight vessel (7.e. creating a vacuum in it) has long 
been known and availed of. The tendency of the sur- 
rounding air to get back into the vacuum exerts the 
energy utilized in vacuum cleaning. 

The elements of a vacuum cleaning system are: A 
vacuum producer or pump with the power to drive it 
(steam, electricity, gasoline or hand power) ; the air- 
tight chamber (generally a cylinder or long pipe) into 
which the dust is drawn and in which the vacuum is 
produced; and the necessary flexible cleaning tools to 
permit of the most effective use of the energy created. 

From the simplicity of its elements it will be inferred 
that the rapid adoption and development of vacuum 
cleaning depend upon a general realization of its san- 
itary and economic value and upon the facility of its 
application, due to the extensive use, in one form or 
another, of motive power in buildings. 

All over the world people have, during the past 
decade or two, been aroused by medical science to the 
fact that they have been living and working, from time 
immemorial, in the midst of a quantity of filth injurious 
to health and which has defied the most vigorous appli- 
cation of broom, duster and sweeper to dislodge it. Now 
that escape from such unsanitary conditions is simple 
by vacuum cleaning, the wide interest in the subject is 
not surprising. When attention is called, for example, 
to the fact, ascertained from government statistics, that 
tuberculosis and pneumonia, the two most deadly and 
prevalent diseases, are almost entirely dust-conveyed 
and, therefore, preventable to a large extent by the re- 
moval (not the stirring up) of the disease-bearing dust 
germs from our habitations, the sanitary advantage of 
vacuum cleaning becomes tangible. In the year 1go6 
alone, dust, by infecting with consumption and pneu- 
monia, killed 283,230 persons as against 104,210 who 
died as a result of all other epidemic diseases. In fact, 
the accumulated experience of years and new knowledge 
of infection by germs and bacteria have taught that 
the old-fashioned methods of sweeping and dusting 
have been the cause of more fatalities among hu- 
man beings than a number of other agencies com- 
bined, not excepting wars, pestilences and dramatically 
contagious diseases, known to mankind since history 
began. While the bacteriologist has been working in 
his laboratory to discover means that will render harm- 
iess the germs and bacteria found in dust that cause 
infectious diseases, human ingenuity found no effective 
mechanical way of lessening the work of the house- 
cleaner and the danger from infection until within a 
comparatively few years ago, when suction or vacuum 
cleaning became a fact. 

\nother advantage of the thorough air-scouring 
by the vacuum process is the considerable saving in 
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wear over other methods in cleaning fabrics and 
decorations. For instance, a carpet which had been 
cleaned by a professional carpet-cleaning establish- 
ment was found, on being tested for dirt by the 
tool of a mechanically driven vacuum plant, to 
yield so much dust and grit that the first cleaning 
seemed very superficial. In another instance two rugs 
were tested for wear by cleaning, over a period of 
about one year, one being cleaned by vacuum, the other 
with a carpet sweeper. At the end of the period, the 
one to which the carpet sveeper had been applied 
showed visible wear, the evidence being found in the 
nap which was torn off at each sweeping—while the 
other showed no signs of wear and was perfectly clean, 
proving conclusively that the method of cleaning had 
considerably prolonged its life. 

Vacuum cleaning is not an experiment; it is a firm 
step in the direction of civilization. The perfection and 
standardizing of the apparatus employed will soon place 
it in a class with sanitary plumbing as a necessity to 
health and required by the building regulations of every 
progressive community. 


rHE APPARATUS, ITS INSTALLATION AND REQUIREMENTS 
FOR HIGHEST EFFICIENCY 


As in any industry the product of which meets a 
universal need, there has been keen competition among 
a number of individuals and companies to obtain a 
monopoly of the vacuum cleaning field. This competi- 
tion has taken the form of numerous patents in the 
details of cleaning devices, from the small hand-power 
carpet cleaner with its suction fan, costing but a few 
dollars, to the built-in system operated by steam, gaso- 
line or electricity for the largest buildings and costing 
thousands of dollars. In the course of evolving a satis- 
factory portable apparatus or an installed system, there 
has been a gradual elimination of the number of com- 
petitors, so that, to-day, the apparatus has been fairly 
standardized, thus insuring more economical produc- 
tion and resulting in the selling out of vital patents 
embodying details that did not permit of the formation 
of entirely satisfactory apparatus without infringement. 

The vital parts of the machinery which have received 
the chief attention of the inventor are the vacuum pro- 
(lucer, pump or fan; special machinery for supplying the 
driving force; devices for economizing the vacuum 
when the full capacity of the system is not required ; 
devices for separating the air from the solid matter; 
devices for disposing of the solid matter in a sanitary 
manner; and the scientific construction of the cleaning 
tools for the highest efficiency under a diversity of con- 
ditions. 

A number of patents have been granted on each of 
these parts and on other devices of a special nature. 
The makers of the apparatus have not, however, ceased 
experimenting for still greater perfection and archi- 
tects, engineers and other experts particularly inter- 
ested in vacuum cleaning will, no doubt, be able to find 


much that is new on a visit to places where the ap- 
paratus may be seen and tested. 

The small portable cleaners are of two kinds, those 
operated by hand power and those, more expensive, 
operated by a small motor-driven centrifugal fan deriv 
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ing its power from the electric-lighting circuit. It cannot 
be claimed that these portable outfits perform the same 
amount of work or are as thorough in their operation 
as the more powerful stationary systems. It can, how 
ever, be asserted that even the smallest vacuum cleaning 
outfits will render a service far superior, from a san 
itary as well as an economic standpoint, to the former 
methods of sweeping and dusting. These smaller out 
fits will render a yet more important service; of the 
thousands of homes that possess them a great many 
will realize the fundamental advantages of vacuum 
cleaning. The great service that the portable vacuum 
cleaner will perform both directly and indirectly for 
modern sanitation must. be admitted. In cases where 
the built-in system is not available, on account of its 
first cost, the architect will, no doubt, advise his client 
that a good portable apparatus will give him excellent 
service. 

It is with the stationary installation that the architect 
needs technically to be concerned. When the subject of 
vacuum cleaning comes up with a client he must be the 
judge as to what kind of a system it is best to install 
and what requirements as to capacity, efficiency, cost 
of installation and operation it must meet. It is not 
intended by the foregoing outline or by the general 
specifications to follow to give him anything more than 
the starting point for an investigation of the subject.

Legislation Against Billboards 

Popular disapproval of the billboard as an agency fot 
outdoor advertising is growing at a remarkable rate. 
but the war against the billboard cannot be too per 
sistent, for the “opposition to the opposition” is well 
organized and always ready to put to the test of the 
courts any new ordinance, wherever passed, proposing 
to eliminate or even regulate billboards. 

The newer efforts directed against the billboards pri 
pose to regulate them and, further, to tax them. And 
in both respects great progress is being made. The 
Supreme Court of Missouri has recently passed a most 
important decision confirming the right of St. Louis to 
regulate by ordinance its billboards. ‘The Legislatures 

f three States have recently. considered laws designed 
to place a tax upon billboards. Massachusetts has been 
particularly active in an effort to secure such legislation. 
The crusade in that State has enlisted the hearty sup 
port of many of the leading professional and business 
men of the Commonwealth. Dr. Charles Eliot, of 
Cambridge, coined a new expression in the agitation 
against the billboard when he alluded to it as an “ugtlifier 
of landscape.” Such it is and more. It is a menace 
to health and to morals. At present, through its gen 
eral offices in Washington, the American Civie Associ 
ation 1s directing particular attention to the possibility 
for accomplishing definite results in city and State legis 
lation and 1s urging a further awakening of public sen 
timent against the desecration of city and county thor 
oughtares in the erection of poster walls It cites as a 


notable instance of effective prohibitive regulations 
those in force in Washineton. No new billboards are 


permutted there and as existing permits expire they are 
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not renewed. Not a billboard is adjacent to the union 
passenger station. The American Civic Association be- 
lieves that every city gateway should be equally free 
from billboards.—Art and Progress.

II—SPECIFICATIONS FOR THE INSTALLATION 
OF A VACUUM CLEANING SYSTEM 


(Continued from Issue of September 7) 


Vacuum Producer—The vacuum producer may be 
either reciprocating or piston type of pump, either ver- 
tical or horizontal, operated by either steam, gasoline or 
electricity and direct connected or driven by belt or 
chain; rotary pump with or without sliding blades, 
operated either by steam, gasoline or electricity and 
direct connected or driven by belt or chain; steam jet; 
turbine operated by electric power direct connected to 
motor. 

The motor (if one is used) is to be of sufficient ca- 
pacity to operate the vacuum producer at full load with- 
out heat. Motor and vacuum producer are to be either 
direct connected or driven with a silent chain drive. 
Motor is to be of approved make, equipped with self- 
oiling bearings and installed so as to comply with the 
standard requirements of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers. The vacuum producer shall have a cylinder 
displacement of not less than...... cubic feet of free 
air per minute and be of sufficient capacity to operate 
a sweepers simultaneously and to maintain a va- 
cuum at the producer of...... inches with...... -inch 
carpet sweepers in actual operation, each sweeper being 
connected with 100 feet of 1-inch hose to different 
outlets. 

The producer shall be practically noiseless in opera- 
tion and be provided with an efficient means for cooling, 
to dissipate the heat due to the compression of the air 
and to maintain the temperature of the producer within 
—° of the surrounding atmosphere during three hours’ 
continuous operation of the full number of sweepers 
simultaneously. 

Automatic Control.—A suitable and efficient device is 
to be furnished for the purpose of automatically equaliz- 
ing the vacuum and preventing undue waste of power 
when less than the total number of sweepers are in 
operation at one time. 

Foundation.—A suitable foundation is to be provided 
by the contractor, upon which the producer and motor 
(if one is used) are to be installed and firmly bolted. 

Connections—(1f motor is used.) The connections 
between the rheostat and the motor to be made by the 
contractor, also the connections for the water supply, 
exhaust and discharge to sewer (if sweepings are to 
be disposed of by being discharged directly into sewer ). 
The owner is to bring the water supply and electric con- 
nections (if such are made necessary respectively by the 
disposal of sweepings or motive power) to within 10 
feet of the vacuum producer. 

The contractor shall supply everything necessary to 
make the plant complete according to the system which 
it is proposed to install, whether specifically mentioned 
in these specifications or not. 

Cleaning Tools——The contractor is to furnish...... 
sets of cleaning tools with joints to facilitate perfect 
freedom of action, and a valve in handle for controlling 
vacuum. 

Hose—The contractor is to furnish...... feet of 
I-inch rubber or metal hose, as light and flexible as

possible, in lengths as called for in plans. Hose is to be 
interchangeable and easily coupled and uncoupled. 

Hose Connections.—All outlets or hose connections 
are to be flush with baseboard and finished to cor- 
respond with other furnishings. 

Piping.—The contractor is to furnish and install a 
system of vacuum cleaning to consist of...... risers 
and the necessary horizontal piping to connect said 
risers with the vacuum producer, all as shown on plans 
and as described hereinafter. 

All pipe is to be standard, full weight galvanized 
wrought iron or steel. Ends of all pipe are to be reamed 
smooth inside after cutting and are to be slightly coun- 
terbored. All joints are to be screwed up tightly with a 
mixture of black asphaltum and graphite. All fittings 
are to be galvanized cast iron of long-sweep recessed 
drainage type. TY’s are to be used in risers when 
branches are taken off for an inlet. This also applies 
to the top branch, as the tops of the risers are to ter- 
minate in TY’s plugged for cleanouts, or for extensions. 
In addition to cleanouts to be provided in the fittings 
as described below, there is to be a cleanout every forty 
feet, or as otherwise directed, in the horizontal piping, 
even if it is necessary to place a T in the line for this 
purpose only. 

In the case of exposed joints or those accessible with- 
out cutting away permanent work, 45° turns in a line 
with a TY, and offsets with two 45° turns with the un- 
used opening in each case plugged for a cleanout. 

In the case of concealed joints, inaccessible except by 
cutting away permanent work, long sweep ells are to be 
used instead of the plugged fittings. 

Risers are to be securely stayed by means of suitable 
clamps about every 20 feet or as otherwise directed, 
and the horizontal piping is to be hung from the ceiling 
by means of malleable iron pipe hangers placed ap- 
proximately 15 feet apart. 

The horizontal lines are to have a slope of one in fifty 
from the foot of the risers to the vacuum producer. 

The entire suction piping is to be tested to 40 pounds 
per square inch air pressure and should show no drop in 
the gauge for one hour. 

Outlets—On each floor and connected to each riser 
there are to be suitable inlets for hose connections as 
follows:

Instructions.—The contractor is to give full instruc- 
tions to the proper parties regarding the care and opera- 
tion of the apparatus and of the cleaning tools. 

Guarantee.—The contractor shall guarantee the sys 
tem for one year against defective material or work 
manship, and“shall furnish a sufficient guarantee pro- 
tecting the owner against suits or awards of damages 
by reason of infringement of patents. 

Variable Speed Motor.—Ilf variable speed motor is 
preferred in place of automatic control, leave out auto- 
matic control and change description of motor to read 
as follows: 

Furnishing communicating pole motor of sufficient 
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horsepower to drive the apparatus with maximum num- 
ber of sweepers in operation. Motor to be installed in 
accordance with the requirements of the National 
Board of Underwriters and the city department having 
supervision of such matters. Motor to be variable speed 
and provided with automatic control and speed regu- 
lators adjusted to vary the speed of motor to correspond 
with the demands of the system, so that the vacuum 
pump will be driven at the speed required for the num- 
ber of cleaning tools in actual use at any given time, and 
when inlet valves are shut off the motor to stop auto- 
matically and start again as soon as opened. 


INFORMATION TO BE SUBMITTED WITH ESTIMATE 


1. List and description of cleaning tools to be fur- 
nished. 2. Style of vacuum producer. 3. Speed of 
vacuum producer. 4. Cylinder displacement in cubic 
feet per minute. 5. Actual horsepower or steam pres- 
sure required. 6. Horsepower of motor (if used) to be 
furnished. 7. Floor space required. 8. Description of 
automatic control. 9. Size of piping figured on. 10. 
Special features, if any, which make the system superior 
to others. 

The essential qualifications to be looked for by the 
architect in a vacuum cleaning system are briefly: 

Sufficient power to insure thorough cleaning, but not 
too much; proper design of piping; economy of opera- 
tion consistent with good work; simplicity and dur- 
ability of system ; adaptability to purpose of the cleaning 
tools. 

For office buildings where high pressure steam (50 
pounds or more) is available, the steam jet system is said 
to be the most economical power for producing vacuum. 
Tests of cost have recently been made on such a system, 
having a capacity of six sweepers, proving that with an 
efficient steam supply the expense need not run over 
5 cents per hour. Of course, for buildings of many 
stories where the pipe runs are excessive, more power 
must be supplied. A modern New York skyscraper of 
twenty-three stories installed, a few years ago, an 
eighteen-sweeper plant at a cost of about $5,000. With 
twelve sweepers at work simultaneously, the superin- 
tendent of the building asserts that its entire floor area 
is cleaned in about two hours, effecting a substantial 
saving annually in labor, cleaning materials and incon- 
venience, besides rendering a service so far superior to 
any sweeping by hand that no comparison can be made. 
The steam jet is available only in buildings which have 
an independent power plant or are connected with one. 
Where electrical power is supplied from outside, the 
vacuum must be produced by the connection of a motor 
to the producer in any of the ways stated in the speci- 
fications. Such is the case in most smaller buildings 
and, therefore, might almost be said to be the rule for 
vacuum installations of average capacity. 

In hospitals, the advent of vacuum cleaning is espe- 
cially welcomed, as it cares for one of the most trouble- 
some details of hygienic administration, the cleaning of 
the wards. By the use of the vacuum tool this may be 
accomplished at any time without disturbing the pa- 
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tients, since there is neither commotion, dust nor noise. 
The walls, ceilings, beds and furnishings also receive 
the most thorough air-scouring without dissemination 
of the dust through the air. In fact, the vacuum cleaner 
ventilates while it cleans, removing a large volume of 
air per minute in performing its work. 

In school houses, where the furniture offers many 
obstructions to the ordinary methods of cleaning, the 
vacuum system is of the greatest sanitary value, making 
easy the most thorough scouring, by the aid of specially 
designed tools, of all out-of-the-way surfaces, corners 
and nooks that could, with great difficulty, be but in- 
differently swept or mopped. The same applies, with 
equal force, to all places of public assembly where dust 
and disease germs are most likely to prevail in large 
numbers. The vacuum cleaner is equally effective in 
removing water from a surface and effectually drying 
it up. 

The cleaning tool is obviously of the most vital im- 
portance in the many applications of air-cleaning, for, 
no matter how excellent every other part of the system 
may be, imperfect or unsuitable cleaning tools may 
largely or entirely vitiate ‘its efficiency. The tools, 
therefore, are the eyes of the system and are, in fact, 
scientifically constructed instruments, the result of 
persistent experimenting. For example, it was found 
that the area of the cross-section of the opening in the 
tool must be equal to that of the hose and that this open- 
ing must be placed at such a distance from the surface 
to be cleaned and be so proportioned that the air will 
freely rush into the tool. The more vacuum at the 
cleaning tool the less the chance for the air to rush 
in and, therefore, the less the work done. So long, 
therefore, as the architect is sure of getting tools which 
are properly made and proportioned, he need pay no 
attention, in general, to the vacuum maintained by the 
system at any point but at the producer; the loss by 
friction on the pipe is of little consequence provided the 
piping is of the right kind and properly installed and 
connected. 


ESSENTIALS OF PROPERLY DESIGNED CLEANING TOOLS 


1. Concentration of action as against scattered effort. 
2. All tools should be double acting. 3. Interchangeabil- 
ity of parts and attachments. 4. Automatic connection 
to handle for tools that require the most frequent 
changing. 5. Swivel joints to insure self-alignment on 
surface to be cleaned. 6. All tools should be either of 
narrow face to allow of rocking or provided with rock- 
ing joints to keep tool always in proper working posi- 
tion. 7. Degree of vacuum at tool should not be suffi- 
cient to cause it to stick or cling to surface to be cleaned. 
8. Tools must be designed so that least wear will result 
from their contact with the surface to be cleaned. 

Installation.—The best results from a vacuum clean- 
ing system require that it shall be designed in detail by 
the expert. As to the actual installation, there is no rea- 
son why any plumber or gas and steamfitter cannot per- 
fectly perform the job, which is nothing but straight 
piping in which special material is supplied.

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ECHANICAL REFRIGER- 
‘ ATION—I 


Heretofore the interest in mechanical refrigeration 
among architects has been largely confined to those 
whose practise has been along strictly utilitarian lines, 
while the profession at large has classed it as quite out- 
side its legitimate province. There is reason to be- 
lieve that, in the near future, a great many architects 
will find it as profitable to be up in the important ques- 
tions of the science of refrigeration as in those of heat- 
ing and ventilation. An additional reason why such in- 
formation should be of professional interest is the in- 
vasion by architects of superior equipment of the field 
in designing utilitarian buildings. Owners, it appears, 
are becoming convinced that it pays them to employ 
architects of high attainment in preference to contrac- 
tors and builders whose position does not enable them 
to produce, unaided, the most desirable technical results, 
and so effectively to guard the owners’ interests. 

Refrigeration is the process by which the tempera- 
ture of a body is reduced or maintained below that of 
the outside atmosphere. This is accomplished by ab- 
sorbing heat from the space to be refrigerated, thus pro- 
ducing cold. In order to maintain the lowered tempera- 
ture it is, of course, necessary to insulate the refriger- 
ated space from the higher temperature of outside at- 
mosphere. The most effective way of accomplishing 
this insulation is, of course, of the utmost value for the 
architect in designing a building in which merchandise 
is to be preserved in cold storage or in which ice is to 
be manufactured. A moré recent application of re- 
frigeration is the cooling of rooms in summer in con- 
junction with the ventilating system by means of a 
special fan which moves the refrigerated air through 
ducts to the places at which it is wanted. The large 
Board Room of the New York Stock Exchange is in 
this way cooled in summer to an average of about 10° 
F. below the outside temperature. A similar system, of 
simplified mechanism and smaller capacity, cools the re- 
frigerators in some of our most completely appointed 
apartment houses and thereby does away with the neces- 
sity of handling ice, besides being more effective in that 
a more uniform temperature is maintained and the per- 
ishable goods are, in consequence, more effectually pre- 
served over a longer period of time. 

Whether refrigeration will be generally applied for 
moderating the temperature of rooms in summer can- 
not, at present, be foretold. It is understood that cer- 
tain sanitary objections have been made in the case of 
the New York Stock Exchange Board Room, but when 
the causes are definitely determined of these objections 
a suitable way may be found of removing them. The 
question of cost would then also largely influence the 
extent of the application for cooling the air while its 
general adoption for the house refrigerating plant of 
small capacity seems reasonably to be expected, since it 
makes for convenience and high efficiency by displacing 
a’ system which is troublesome and less efficient. The 
slightly lower expense at present is alone in favor of the 
icebox, but this advantage may be removed as the de- 
mand increases for artificial cooling and further simpli- 
fication and standardization of parts of the plant foliows. 
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There are four methods of producing cold or ex 
tracting the heat from a body, viz. : 

& By transferring h eat from warmer to cooler bodies 
(the Brine System). 

2. By Chemical Action of so-called freezing mixtures 
(Salt and Ice System). 

3. By the adiabatic expansion of gases, that is, chang- 
ing their volume without gain or ioss of heat of vapori- 
zation (Air Compressor Systems ). 

4. By absorption of heat when a solid is turned into a 
liquid or a liquid into a gas. 

The last of these is that generally used in commercial 
refrigeration. 

Sufficient pressure and a low enough temperature will 
liquefy any gas. 

Gas or vapor compressed produces heat. 

A liquid of a low boiling point allowed to pass into a 
space of lower pressure expands and becomes volatile 
if the space contains as much heat as was necessary to 
produce the liquid by compression and, conversely, a gas 
will return to a liquid state if its temperature is not 
above a certain point, termed its critical temperature. 
The pressure required to effect liquefaction at the critical 
temperature is the critical pressure. 

The two gases most commonly used for refrigeration, 
on account of their low boiling points, high latent heat 
of vaporization and non-corrosive properties in iron and 
steel, are anhydrous ammonia (NH,,) and carbon diox- 
ide (CO,) in the smaller and private installations, 

A mechanical refrigerating plant consists of two main 
parts, the liquefying plant and the heat absorbing or 
refrigerating apparatus. Liquefaction is effected in one 
of two ways, by the compression system or by the ab- 
sorption system. In both systems the cycle of operation 
is continuous, the same gas or liquid being used over and 
over. The compression system requires special machin- 
ery in the shape of engine or motor connected to a 
compressor to liquefy the gas and has been largely dis- 
placed by the more economical absorption system, which 
requires no machinery except. pumps to circulate the 
brine and to complete the cycle of the liquefying process, 
utilizes waste steam and may, consequently, be placed in 
any part of a building without necessitating special pro- 
vision for unusual loads and vibrations. The compres- 
sion system finds its use, however, where waste steam 
is not available and space in a basement or cellar, or 
better, in an independent building, is readily available 
In such cases the compressing power may be derived 
either from a steam or. gasoline engine or from a motor. 
While the danger from explosion of the refrigerant 
gases cannot, by any means, be regarded as a negligible 
hazard by the fire insurance companies, the automatic 
controlling expansion valvgs provided in both systems 
materially reduce such dangers which are generally 
caused by a sudden change of pressure in the generator 
or by a sudden change in the outside temperature. For 
the purposes of the architect it is hardly necessary to go 
into a detailed description of the cycles of operation in 
the compression and absorption systems of liquefying 
the refrigerant gas. 

The heat-absorbing or refrigerating part of the plant 
consists merely of the coils in which the expanding 
liquefied gas absorbs, through the iron pipes, the heat of 
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the room and its contents or of a saline solution which is 
pumped to the places where required. These coils may be 
placed either directly in the room in a brine tank or at a 
fan. In computing the operating cost of a refrigerating 
plant it may be useful for the architect to know that it re- 
quires from one and a half to three horsepower per ton 
of refrigerating capacity, depending on the size of the 
plant, the large units using slow-speed steam engines

In plants where crystal 
ice is to be manufactured in cans for general consump- 
tion distilled water free from air must be used, and 
this requires special machinery, such as condensers, 
skimmers, reboilers and filters, but these are, of course, 
entirely independent of the refrigerating plant. It is 
essential that all refrigerating machinery be of the best 
materials and of workmanship enabling it to stand suc- 
cessfully the high compressive and tensile stresses to 
which certain parts of the plant are constantly subjected.

Some of the most important points to be looked for 
by the architect in a specification for a refrigerating 
plant are summarized below:

Epirors THE AMERICAN ARCHITECT: 

Your article, and accompanying illustrations, on the 
subject of “The Awards of the American Academy in 
Rome,” published in your issue of August 17, is most 
interesting and the subject matter, being taken to heart, 
of great service. I feel, however, that some editorial 
comment upon the illustrations would have greatly in- 
creased both its interest and value. 

Your journal is presumably published in the interests 
of Architecture and Architects. The former is a wide 
field and one in which a very large number of our citi- 
zens are interested and many of whom, unhappily, be- 
lieve themselves very competent judges; the latter, also 
unhappily, comprise a large proportion of those who are 
neither competent judges of Architecture, Painting nor 
Sculpture. It seems to me that in presenting such a 
subject in the pages of the recognized leading archi- 
tectural journal it would be of immense value to do so 
with easily understood criticism of its illustrations. 

While making no pretensions to being a really com- 
petent judge in any of these three arts I have certainly 
had some considerable experience in one of them and 
have been fortunate enough to have seen what are gen- 
erally admitted as the best examples of the other two. 
Not having seen the works submitted by the other com- 
petitors I would be in no position to judge of the cor- 
rectness of the judgment of the jury of award in the 
present instance, but I wish to say that through the me- 
dium of my possibly incompetent eyes I am just “tickled 
to death” with all three. 

The prize design in Architecture is a most happy 
change from most of the recent designs awarded first 
place in student work; it is simple, dignified, of fine 
proportions and free from freaks. It comes like a cool 
breeze from snow-clad mountains to those of us who 
have been overheated to the boiling point with prize 
designs of the “Beaux Arts” type, where an unbroken 
horizontal cornice line would be a crime and where to 
present a design without an arch projecting up beyond 
the cornice and carrying the cornice with it (much as 
if the latter were made of uncooled molasses candy ) 
would preclude the possibility of a prize. Fortunately 
most of this latter type of design has remained on paper 
and excepting in Exposition Buildings, where frivolity 
is more or less admissible, there have been few notable 
cases where enduring materials have been distorted into 
confectionery forms. 

There is one example, however, which long suffering 
justifies me in mentioning, for though, not being a resi- 
dent of New York, I am not compelled to witness it 
“in the flesh,” so to speak, I am usually semi-weekly 
compelled to view it through the medium of a postal 
card from some kindly if indiscriminating friend visit- 
ing that city. 


This is one of the high buildings making up “the in- 
teresting sky-line” of New York and with its vividly 
contrasting red and white coloring (of course, greatly 
exaggerated on the postal card) always strikes me more 
as an anatomical than an architectural specimen. These 
postal cards serve a more or less useful purpose as I 
hand them over to some medical friend and they always 
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prove of interest. It is greatly to be hoped that “The 
Mall in Washington” will ultimately be adorned with 
buildings of the character of the Roman prize design. 

Painting, to my barbaric eyes, is so much a matter 
of color that it would be eminently unfair to criticise too 
severely a reproduction in monotone and | have often 
seen a painting so “bully” in color that it was a pleasure 
to look at it even though the “drawing” was bad beyond 
redemption, as for example Turner’s “Death of Nelson,” 
where this hero is propped up against the mast of a ship 
the size of which, if the “drawing” were true, would 
make the ship a couple of miles in length. I am not 
criticising the “drawing” in the subject under discussion, 
but I would like to say that the architect in the painting 
would be mighty fortunate in his costume in the present 
weather, and to express a mild curiosity as to whether 
“Music” were just taking.a nap or had been overcome 
by the heat. 

“Sculpture” seems to me “mighty good” in itself, but 
I would very much like to know what it represents. To 
the untutored mind a label is often of great service and 
no matter how fine the figure may be it is a pleasure to 
know whether you are viewing “Ajax defying the 
lightning” or some prehistoric gentleman advertising a 
lightning rod. In the present instance I am inclined to 
believe the subject is intended to illustrate “Testing the 
First Cup of Tea.” I judge that it evidently portrays 
something of a very early date, both from the character 
of the costumes and the fact that the gentleman in the 
group seems to be in the act of “blowing” his tea to cool 
it off, which would, of course, not be tolerated in polite 
modern society. 

Really all these things are good, but in a case like this 
do you not think it would be well to depart somewhat 
from your custom of not criticising your illustrations?

Scholarships of the Architectural League of 
America Are Awarded 


The scholarships of the Architectural League of 
America, in Harvard University, have been awarded

Hayward of Somerville, Mass., as alternate. The award 
was made by the teaching staff of the Department of 
Architecture of Harvard University, and Mr. Edmund 
Wheelwright of Boston, representing the League. 
Thirteen men submitted final drawings, the competition 
being, as a whole, very satisfactory. 


London's Memorial to King Edward 

One of the most interesting suggestions for the pro- 
posed London memorial to King Edward VII is that 
made by William Woodward, a well-known English 
architect. He argues that Trafalgar square should be 
utilized worthily for the purpose. The general idea is 
to form in the square, in stone and bronze, a complete 
naval history of Great Britain. On the four great piers 
at the four points of the compass would be placed sculp- 
tural groups, representing respectively the naval vic- 
tories of the sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies. They would culminate in 1805 with Trafalgar. 
On the two main piers of the flight of steps the archi- 
tect proposes to place appropriate allegorical figures rep- 
resenting Peace and Honor. 

Many other suggestions have been made. Ernest 
G. Heathcote’s proposal is that a fine monumental 
bridge over the Thames would be a memorial befitting 
the occasion. Half way over the bridge would be a re- 
cessed enclosure surrounding a statue of King Edward. 

The committee which is to decide upon the London 
memorial will meet late in September. 


Works of Historical and Artistic Interest Pre- 
served from Time's Ravages 

A case in Europe was noticed recently in these pages 
where a sagging arch of the Rheims cathedral has been 
supported by a concrete truss. In New York City a 
number of works of historical interest are being pre- 
served from the ravages of time by the same process 
that saved the obelisk in Central Park—a coating of 
paraffin to stop the decay of the stone. One of these 
is the tomb of Alexander Hamilton in Trinity church- 
yard, another is an Italian fountain in Bronx Park, and 
another the row of Cippolino marble pillars on the front 
of St. Bartholomew’s Church.
